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Mission bars clinic after ‘hellhole’ report

The village of Zeballos on Vancouver Is¬ 
land's west coast is without a medical clin¬ 
ic. 

The mission-group owners of a small 
three-room house rented by the village noti¬ 
fied village clerk Peggy Kirk Friday the 
building would no longer be rented for use as a 
. clinic because of adverse publicity. 

The announcement came in the wake of 
statements by a husband-wife doctor team 
that they would rather treat patients on the

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beach than in the "hellhole" facility that 
served as a clinic. 

Mrs. Kirk said the owner—Nootka Mission 
Association, a religious group with head¬ 
quarters at Esperanza—said it was terminat¬ 
ing use of the building for the clinic. 

"They realized some time ago it was inade¬ 
quate for a clinic,” she said, "but they 
continued renting it to us at $10 for each time it 
was used by the doctors." 

She said the clinic scheduled for Monday 


had been cancelled because there is no 
other building available. 

"It’s tough luck for anyone who might get 
sick over the next few days,” she said. 

The clerk said council decided at an emer¬ 
gency meeting Friday to try to arrange home 
visits only by the Tahsis physician who 
travels to Zeballos once a week. 

"But that has to be set up in advance," she 
said. "It means the village having to foot the 
bill for chartering a taxi to transport the 
doctor to patients' homes, and does not take 
into account those who are taken ill sudden¬ 
ly." 


To complicate matters, regular doctors 
Deborah Brown and Arthur Harpur left on 
vacation Friday and Mrs. Kirk was unable to 
contact their replacement. 

"There was nothing to do but cancel Mon¬ 
day’s clinic and pray no one gets really 
ill." she said. 

A public health nurse from Port Hardy a|so 
visits the community once a month. 

In addition to being used for the clinic, the 
house serves as a bunkhouse for transient tree 
planters. 

It has been described as unhygenic and 
dingy with poor plumbing, no storage space. 


no room to store patients’ files and very little 
space for essential medical equipment. 

Meanwhile, provincial Health Minister Ro¬ 
bert McClelland said in Victoria Friday he 
was not aware of the conditions brought to 
light by the Colonist. 

"If the doctors have any complaints they 
should have let me know," he said. 

Colin Gabelmann (NDP-North Island) said 
in an interview he was astounded at the 
minister’s remarks.

Frank Howard (NDP—Skeena), in 
a letter to Lieutenant-Governor Henry 
Bell-Irving, said he was "greatly 
pained" that he would not be able to 
accept and invitation to attend the 
Government House garden party hon¬ 
oring the United Nations’ Year of the 
Child July It.

Refugees vow to die 
on shore, not at sea

KUALA LUMPUR — The 
Malaysian navy has sta¬ 
tioned an oil tanker off the 
eastern coast to repair and 
resupply boats carrying 
Vietnamese refugees so that 
they can be towed back out to 
sea, informed sources said 
Friday. 

Meanwhile, a group of 
about 500 refugees camping 
on a sandy beach on the 
eastern coast vowed they 
would rather die than be 
pushed back to sea by Ma¬ 
laysian authorities. 

“The Malaysians have told 
us we will have to go but we 
will not go back to sea," one 
of the refugees on the beach 
near Kuantan, south of 
Kuala Lumpur, said. “It 
means death if we do. we 
would rather stay and be 
killed.” 

Quan Bon Hoa, an ethnic 
Chinese acting as a spokes¬ 
man for the group, told an 
interviewer: "We appeal to 
the world, particularly the 
United States, to help us. 

"We have suffered under 
the Communists in Vietnam. 
We are suffering hardship 
now. We need help.” 

Quan. 25, speaking fluent 
English, said he had spent 
two years in prison under the 


Communists in Ho Chi Minh 
City (formerly Saigon), 
where he had worked for an 
American .civil aviation 
company before the U.S. 
withdrawal from southern 
Vietnam in 1975. 

The group had arrived at 
the beach four weeks ago, 
Quan said, adding that their 
vessel had been taken by 
Malaysian authorities. 

The refugees are confined 
to a 100-metre area in the 
shadow of a beachside lux¬ 
ury hotel. The area is sur¬ 
rounded by barbed wire and 
patroled by Malaysian sol¬ 
diers armed with subma- 
chineguns. 


In a refugee camp on 
Pulau Island, Malaysian 
health officials were investi¬ 
gating whether bubonic 
plague had broken out 
among the 9,400 refugees 
there. 

Doctors said no cases had 
been confirmed but that 
blood samples from 20 refu¬ 
gees were taken Friday. 

The navy's action is the 
latest effort to enforce a new 
policy of refusing to allow 
more of the so-called "boat 
people” to join about 6-1,000 
refugees already in Malay¬ 
sian camps awaiting resett¬ 
lement abroad. 
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London flights disrupted 


LONDON (Reuter) — Thousands of 
passengers at London’s Heathrow and Gat- 
wick airports were delayed or stranded 
Friday because of a 24-hour strike by air 
traffic controllers and weather forecast¬ 
ers. 

(An Air Canada spokesman in Victoria 
said the strike caused cancellation of one 
of Friday's two flights out of Heathrow to 
Vancouver, and some delays in aircraft 
from Vancouver landing there. Flights to 
London would continue as scheduled, he 
said.) 


Half of the scheduled 750 arrivals and 
departures at Heathrow were disrupted. 

At Gatwick, which carries the bulk of 
vacation traffic, flights were delayed by 
about one hour. 

The stoppage was called by the Institute 
of Professional Civil Servants in sup¬ 
port of a pay increase of between 20 and 47 
per cent. 

The strike was scheduled to end at mid¬ 
night and airport authorities expected the 
situation to return to normal by this eve¬ 
ning. 


OTTAWA (CP) — With 
Arab and business pressure 
growing. Prime Minister 
Clark is expected make an¬ 
other statement today on the 
government's controversial 
plan to move the Canadian 
embassy in Israel to Jerusa¬ 
lem from Tel Aviv. 

An aide to Clark said the 
prime minister's office will 
likely issue a statement 
clarifying the Conservative 
government's position late 
today after meetings with 
Arab and Israeli ambassa¬ 
dors. 

Meanwhile, businessmen 
urged Clark Friday to pull 
back from the Jerusalem de¬ 
cision. And Arab ambassa¬ 
dors and Israeli Ambassador 
Mordechai Shalev outlined 
their-pmttions to Liberal 
leader Pierre Trudeau. 

The Arabs have bitterly 
condemned the embassy 
move — they consider Is¬ 
raeli control over Jerusalem 
illegal. They have threat¬ 
ened retaliation if Canada 
goes ahead with the move 
and this has alarmed busi¬ 
nessmen who fear loss of 
important contracts. 

John Bulman, president of 
the Canadian Manufac¬ 
turers Association, said he 
recommended to Clark that 
"the move not proceed.” 

He said the Jerusalem 
issue was raised by Clark 
during discussions with a 
dozen top businessmen about 
the coming Tokyo economic 
summit. There was some 
emotion as several business¬ 
men spoke about the Jerusa¬ 
lem issue and how it might 
affect them. Bulman said. 

When asked whether he 
expressed concern about the 
Jerusalem plan, Bell Can¬ 
ada president A. J . de 
Grandpre snapped: “Ob¬ 
viously.” 

But de Grandpre, con¬ 
cerned about Bell’s $1.1-bil¬ 
lion contract with Saudi Ara¬ 
bia. pushed past ^reporters, 
refusing to say any more. 

R.D. Southern, ATCO 
president, said the business¬ 
men told Clark they would 
lose a number of contracts if 
the government proceeded 
with the embassy shift. 

“We can’t ignore the 
(Arab countries), they have 
the bucks," said John Bul¬ 
loch, president of the Cana¬ 
dian Federation of Indepen¬ 
dent Business. 

Earlier, Egyptian Ambas¬ 
sador Hassan Fahmy and 


representatives of nine Arab 
,League states met Trudeau 
to state their views. Trudeau 
opposed the Conservative 
plan during the May 22 elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

After the meeting, Fahmy 
said he hopes the govern¬ 
ment will "review its posi¬ 
tion toward Jerusalem." 


Canadian truckers stay home

A violent strike by inde¬ 
pendent truckers in the Unit¬ 
ed States has frightened Ca¬ 
nadian truckers and could 
drive up prices in Canada 
west of the Rockies as sup¬ 
plies of U.S. fruit and vege¬ 
tables dwindle. 

Most truckers in the Atlan¬ 
tic provinces and a number 
in Western Canada are re¬ 
fusing to cross the border 
into the U.S. because of the

strike, which already has led 
to a death in Alabama and 
numerous injuries in the last 
several weeks. 

However, on the west 
coast, although some B.C. 
truckers are reluctant to go 
to California for fear of ha¬ 
rassment, there has been 


no real shortage of fruit and 
vegetable supplies. 

Walter Der, of Capital 
Freightways, said he hadn’t 
heard of any actual physical 
intimidation of B.C. truck¬ 
ers, but added some were 
“not too keen" on going 
south. 

“One guy in Vancouver 


has a 450-gallon tank which 
can get him there and back, 
but he’s kind of scared,” Der 
said. 

He added that most Van¬ 
couver Island supplies are 
coming in from Vancouver, 
where they have begun ar¬ 
riving in bulk by rail. 

A spokesman at Wood¬ 
ward’s food floor confirmed 
that so far there has been no 
shortage of imported pro- 


Moving the embassy to 
Jerusalem would not help 
peace but "harden more the 
hardliners of Israel," he 
said. 

Shalev was invited to meet 
with Trudeau after the Arab 
ambassadors approached 
the opposition leader to talk 
about Jerusalem.

KUWAIT (Reuter) — A 
Kuw aiti newspaper said Fri¬ 
day it is boycotting Canadian 
firms and urged Kuwaiti 
companies to do the same in 
protest against Canada's 
plan to transfer its embassy 
f rom Tel Avtv to the disputed 
city of Jerusalem. 

The newspaper, Al Rai Al 
Aam, said it has cancelled a 
contract for paper and other 
printing materials from 
Canada. 

Sources said the deal was 
worth 100.000 Kuwaiti dinars 
(about $360,000). The news¬ 
paper is owned by a major 
Kuwaiti publishing firm. 


Car plunge in brush 
trapped her 4 days 


EVERETT, Wash. (AP) — For 
nearly four days, 69-year-old Ailecn 
Nash sat in her car and contemplated 
her future. „ 

The woman was trapped Sunday 
night when her car went over an em¬ 
bankment and disappeared in heavy 
brush on a hillside. 

Sounding chipper during a tele¬ 
phone conversation Thursday from 
her hospital bed, Mrs. Nash said she 
thought she would die and remain 
undiscovered until a hunter found her 
skeleton. 

"I’m flat on my back and I’ve got a 
good gash on my head and a bone 
broken in my hand and my ribs but, 
you know. I’ve been buried alive for 
four days," she said. 

"I just figured I was buried alive 
and that I'd die from starvation. I 
don't think I’d have carried on much 
longer. I was saying my prayers most 
of the time. I kept calling, ‘Help me! 
Help me!’ every day and there was no 
answer.” 

A construction flagman heard faint 
cries as he walked along U.S. Highw ay 
2 near Snohomish, where Mrs. Nash 
lives, Thursday morning. 


He clambered down the embank¬ 
ment and found Mrs. Nash in the car, 
which was covered with heavy brush. 
He scrambled back up to the highway 
and notified authorities. 

The ordeal began Sunday morning 
when the car Mrs. Nash was driving 
went out of control. A bottle of per¬ 
fume had rolled from beneath the 
seat and blocked the brake peddle. 
When Mrs. Nash hit the brakes, noth¬ 
ing happened. 

The car swerved over an embank¬ 
ment, fell about 50 feet and smashed 
into a tree, wedging Mrs. Nash be¬ 
tween the front and back seats. She 
could not open a door because they 
operate off the car’s electrical system, 
which was in shambles. 

“For God’s sake,” she advised, 
"don’t buy an automatic car where 
everything runs when the motor runs. 
When the motor’s out, you’re out of 
luck." 

She said she had nothing to eat 
while trapped in the car. A window, 
open a crack, provided fresh air. 

Authorities said she w as not missed 
by her family because she was expect¬ 
ed to be away for several days.

As Nicaraguan govern¬ 
ment planes blasted rebel 
positions Friday, a new front 
opened in the crisis of the 
Western Hemisphere. ' 

Cuba, through the official 
newspaper Granma, fumed 
al the hint from Washington 
that American troops would 
be used to intervene in the 
civil war. 

Nicaragua government T- 
33 jets Friday pounded guer¬ 
rilla-held neighborhoods of 
Managua as President Anas- 
tasio Somoza balked at a 
U.S. call to resign. 

The Anti-Somoza rebels 
rejected the Washington 
peace plan. 

White House press secre¬ 
tary Jody Powell refused to 
rule out the possibility of 
sending U.S. troops to this 
Central American country. 

U.S. State Secretary Cyrus 
Vance, in,offering an Ameri¬ 
can peace formula Thursday 
to a meeting of the Organiza- 


tion of American States, 
called forSomoza’s resigna¬ 
tion and his replacement by 
a “national reconciliation" 
government. 

Vance also called for a 
ceasefire, cessation of arms 
shipments to both sides, the 
sending of an OAS delegation 
to Managua and establish¬ 
ment of an OAS peacekeep¬ 
ing presence in Nicaragua. 

Somoza was asked by a 
reporter in a telephone inter¬ 
view what his answer to 
Vance would be. 

“I gave my answer to 
Vance a long time ago,” said 
the Nicaraguan president, 
who has vowed to stay in 
office until the end of his 
current term in 1981. 

In Havana, Cuba launched 
a blistering attack Friday on 
Carter administration pro¬ 
posals for a peacekeeping 
force and government of na¬ 
tional reconciliation. 

A front-page editorial in 
Granma said Washington is 
seeking to send its military 


forces to the rebellion-torn 
Central American country to 
establish a government ac¬ 
ceptable to U.S. interests. 

Granma said U.S. inter¬ 
vention in Nicaragua would 
create another Vietnam in 
the heart of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Jody Powell spoke while 
foreign ministers of the OAS 
debated just how far the 27- 
country hemispheric body 
should go to force Somoza to 
step down in the interests of 
peace. 

A majority of the dele¬ 
gates seemed to be support¬ 
ing language which would 
call for Somoza’s ouster but 
which would preclude any 
significant OAS role in Nica¬ 
ragua’s internal affairs. . 

Other Carter administra¬ 
tion officials said there is no 
consideration of U.S. forces 
being sent to Nicaragua uni¬ 
laterally in the event the 
OAS does not support 
Vance’s peacekeeping pro¬ 
posal.

which would also house a 
small dispensary because 
( the village has no drug 
store. 

The letter says that at the 
same time a Port Hardy doc¬ 
tor recommended to the 
minister establishment of a 
clinicJn Zeballos, with basic 
X-ray and laboratory equip¬ 
ment. 

"In a remote community 
such as ours the necessity of 
having adequate medical

care is vital,” the letter to 
McClelland says. "Attempt¬ 
ing to provide such care with 
no available facilities has 
been frustrating and dis¬ 
heartening for visiting doc¬ 
tors, who frequently must 
request their Zeballos pa¬ 
tients fly to Tahsis at their 
own expense for diagnosis 
and treatment of relatively 
minor problems.” 

The letter concludes by 
asking the minister 'to give 
“earnest consideration to 
providing a basic medical 
health clinic for the vil¬ 
lage.” 

Gabelmann said the min¬ 
ister could possibly be ex¬ 
cused foe not recalling the 
letter, "but I spoke at length 
in the budget debate on this 
matter, so he had two oppor¬ 
tunities to learn about it.” 

The conditions at Zeballos 


only stregthened the need 
for a full-scale public inquiry 
into health care at Alert Bay 
and on northern Vancouver 
Island, he said. 

The MLA said there were a 
variety of health care needs 
in the area north of Sayward 
and including Gold River 
and Zeballos. 

He pinpointed the absence 
of crisis centres, “very lit¬ 
tle" counselling for mental 
health, and a lack of confi¬ 
dence in medical care as 
major concerns. 

“It’s interesting to note 
our priorities,” he said in a 
reference to the Alert Bay 
situation, where residents 
have demanded the lifting of 
Dr. Jack Pickup's licence 
pending a public inquiry fol¬ 
lowing a coroner’s inquest 
which found him negligent in 
the death of an 11-year-old 
Indian girl. 


“If they were-Short of po¬ 
lice on the island, you can bet 
they would find the person¬ 
nel somewhere, but they 
can’t come up with another 
doctor for the community." 

The problems in Zeballos 
and Alert Bay reinforced the 
need for McClelland to re¬ 
lease a report commissioned 
last year on doctor shortages 
in isolated parts of the prov¬ 
ince, he said. 

(The minister said earlier 
this week the study, under¬ 
taken by former Social Cred¬ 
it health minister Wesley 
Black, would be released 
shortly It was sent to 
McClelland March 30). 

Gabelmann said commu¬ 
nity health boards estab¬ 
lished in the Charlottes were 
the model the province

DC-10 forbidden 
until U.S. okay 


OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral transport department 
effectively shut the door Fri¬ 
day on flights of DC-10 air¬ 
craft In Canadian air space 
until a new certificate of 
airworthiness is approved by 
the U.S. Federal Aviation 
Administration. 

Two documents were 
transmitted Friday to all 
owners and operators of the 
McDonnell Douglas aircraft 
and to countries in which 
they are flown. 

Over the signature of P.E. 
Arpin, director-general, 


civil aeronautics, Canadian 
air transportation adminis¬ 
tration of Transport Canada, 
the two documents advise 
operators DC-lOs will not be 
permitted in Canadian air 
space “pending clarification 
of the basis upon which 
states of registry re-issued 
DC-10 certificates of airwor¬ 
thiness." 

Since a DC-10 crashed at 
Chicago's O’Hare Airport 
May 25 killing 273 persons, 
the aircraft have been the 
centre of controversy 
throughout the world. 


Officials at the Ontario 
Food Terminal in Toronto 
predicted Friday that fruit 
prices could rise by 15 per 
cent as early as next Mon¬ 
day. They said Ontario vege¬ 
tables will help to offset 
shortages of U.S. supplies. 

Roger Ramsey, a 34-year- 
old trucker from Baltimore, 
drove through picket lines to 
get his trailer-load of New 
Jersey vegetables to Toronto 
on Friday. 

“Those guys on the picket 
line told me they’d kick my 
ass when I came back home, 
but they don’t frighten me," 
said Ramsey, who needs the 
money because his wife is 
expecting their second child 
in December. 

Ray Mady, a Windsor fruit 
store owner, said supplies at 
the Detroit produce terminal 
have dropped off and prices 
have risen so sharply that 
he'll begin shopping in To¬ 
ronto. 

Harry Bird, president of 
the largest trucking com¬ 
pany in the Maritimes, Day 
and Ross Ltd. of Hartland, 
N.B., said the situation “is 
starting to impact on us 
now."

MOSCOW (UPI) — U.S. ambassador Malcolm Toon 
indicated Friday that he would withhold support for the new 
strategic arms limitation treaty until he Is certain the 
United States can verify that the Soviet Union is abiding by 
its terms. 

Toon said at an embassy reception Friday evening that 
he was “reasonably confident,” however, that the verifica¬ 
tion questions eventually "can be worked out in a satisfac¬ 
tory way.” 

Toon was commenting on reports from informed diplo¬ 
matic sources who said he was having second thoughts 
about supporting the S.A.L.T. Mpact. 

The sources said Toon, 64, a career diplomat specializ¬ 
ing in Soviet affairs, had reservations about the verification 
issue. 

“I regret that articles that have recently appeared have 
left the erroneous impression that I have changed my mind 
about the S.A.L.T. II treaty. This is not true," Toon said in a 
statement that was revised several times before it was 
released. 

“I continue to believe that the treaty is an important 
stabilizing element In U.S.-Soviet relations, constitutes a 
valuable contribution to arms control and does not in any 
way weaken the security position of the United States. 

“Like other responsible U.S. government officials, I feel 
strongly that no agreement with the Soviet Union, or for that 
matter with any other major power, should rest on trust. It 
must be verifiable... 

“I feel reasonably confident that the problem can be 
worked out in a satisfactory way so that I will be able to 
support the treaty in public appearances in the U.S. this 
summer,” Toon said. 

The diplomatic sources said earlier that Toon viewed 
S.A.L.T. II as a good treaty on paper but would probably 
oppose ratification unless he could be convinced the United 
States can verify that the Soviet Union is living up to the 
terms. 

White House livid 
at envoy’s stance

WASHINGTON (AP)- 
The Carter administra¬ 
tion, predicting five to 15 
more years of fuel short¬ 
ages, urged Congress on 
Friday to enact multi-bil- 
lion-dollar legislation to 
speed development of 
synthetic fuels. 

"We will have to either do 
without oil or manufacture 
our own," Deputy Energy 
Secretary John O'Leary told 


a House of Representatives 
energy subcommittee. 

However, O’Leary said 
that even a crash program to 
establish a new synthetic 
fuel industry will not allevi¬ 
ate gasolene and fuel oil 
shortages before the late 
1980s or early 1990s. 

“For the next five to 15 
years we will be living right 
at the edge of the world's 
available supply," O’Leary 

said. 


-Stay-put days—! 
for Americans 

NEW YORK (AP) — It is stay at home or face a 
long and possibly futile search for gasoline for 
millions of American drivers this weekend. 

Odd-eVen sales systems and other forms of 
rationing instituted along much of the U.S. eastern 
seaboard this week generally failed to affect gaso¬ 
line line-ups by Friday and few service stations are 
expected to open Sunday. 

The protest by truckers, seeking relief from 
rising prices for diesel fuel and from some govern¬ 
ment regulations, complicated matters for many, 
particularly in the South. 

The National Guard in Florida began moving 
gasoline to the southeastern part of the state, hard 
hit by the action of the independent truckers who, 
since Monday, have refused to haul fuel from storage 
depots at Port Everglades. Seven counties ordered 
some form of rationing and there were lines of up to 
three kilometres reported at Miami-area service 
stations. 

Three counties in Texas, including the areas 
around Dallas, Houston and Fort Worth, prepared 
for the start of odd-even gasoline sales Monday. 

Rhode Island Gov. J. Joseph Garrahy announced 
an odd-even sales system, starting Friday evening, 
for four towns along the state's border with Connecti¬ 
cut which began a rationing program Thursday. 


Carter bows, 
truckers fire 


NEW YORK (AP)-Shots 
were fired, windshields were 
smashed and produce and 
fuel deliveries were blocked 
as violence flared again Fri¬ 
day during the continuing 
country wide protest by in¬ 
dependent U.S. truckers. 

In an effort to halt the 
Violence, the White House 
announced an order taking 
some fuel away from farm 
ers and giving it to truck¬ 
ers. 

However, it was not im¬ 
mediately clear whether 
President Carter's action 
would succeed in getting 
trucks rolling again. One 
trackers’ leader said drivers 
need more than Carter of¬ 
fered and a farm official 


said the action was like 
"robbing Peter to pay 
Paul." 

Carter's order suspending 
a federal rale which gave 
farmers first claim on diesel 
fuel followed the worst day 
of violence so far in the pro¬ 
test by independent truck¬ 
ers. The truckers are upset 
by dwindling and expensive 
diesel supplies, load regula 
tions and the 90-kilometre- 
an-hour speed limit. 

To further pacify truck¬ 
ers, the Federal Highway 
Administration asked gover¬ 
nors of eight states and the 
Distinct of Columbia to con¬ 
sider temporarily lifting the 
legal limits on the weight of 
trucks. 


His testimony came as En¬ 
ergy Secretary James Schle- 
singer came under sharp 
congressional criticism for 
his acknowledged reluc¬ 
tance to use allocation 
powers to prod oil companies 
to make more gasoline. 

On Thursday, Schlesinger 
told a news conference that 
using his power to force allo¬ 
cation of oil supplies to com¬ 
panies willing to refine more 
gasoline and heating <fil 
might cause oil companies to 
retaliate by keeping their oil 
on the high seas or abroad 
where it would be beyond the 
reach of government alloca¬ 
tion orders. 

“I am appalled that the 
secretary of energy believes 
that he is powerless to pre¬ 
vent the multinational oil 
companies from withholding 
oil,” said U.S. Senator Ed¬ 
ward Kennedy. 

A group of liberal House 
Democrats, led by Repre¬ 
sentative Richard Ottinger 
introduced a bill to force 
Schlesinger to use his au¬ 
thority to force refineries 
into full production. 

"The rfil companies are 
holding us hostage by refus¬ 
ing to refine more crude oil,” 
Ottinger said. “Energy Sec¬ 
retary Schlesinger is clearly 
content to be subject to their 
blackmail.” 

Under the Emergency Pe¬ 
troleum Allocation Act, the 
administration has the au¬ 
thority to distribute oil 
among refineries and to dif¬ 
ferent parts of the country to 
alleviate shortages. 

It is this power that Schle¬ 
singer said hc-is reluctant to 
use. 

Kennedy said if Schle¬ 
singer lacks enough author¬ 
ity to stop oil companies 
"from withholding oil sup¬ 
plies while American motor¬ 
ists arc stranded in gasoline 
lines and home heating oil 
users are facing prospective 
shortages, he should im¬ 
mediately send us legislation 
giving the administration 
that power.” 

O'Leary told the subcom¬ 
mittee that "holdbacks are 
occurring" by refineries. He 
estimated that 20 million 
barrels of crude oil are now 
being held in reserve by re¬ 
finers that could be used to 
make gasoline and other pe¬ 
troleum products. 

The energy official said 
some firms are holding this 
oil as a “cushion" in case 
there is another sharp drop 
in oil imports this summer. 
He said many oil officials 
are fearful that continuing 
political instability in Iran 
might again cut off oil sup¬ 
plies from that country.

Chiefs freeze oil imports 


STRASBOURG, France (AP) — Eu¬ 
ropean leaders, forging a common 
front for next week's economic sum¬ 
mit meeting in Tokyo, decided Friday 
to freeze their oil imports and ap¬ 
pealed to the United States to consume 
less fuel. 

The two-day meeting of nine Euro¬ 
pean Common Market leaders in this 
eastern French city ended with a deci¬ 
sion to hold imports to 138 billion gal¬ 
lons—Western Europe’s 1978 total— 
for the next six years and to step up 
nuclear development in defiance of 
environmentalist lobbies throughout 


Britain and other Western European 
countries. 

A communique warned that if the oil 
shortage is not overcome, “the world 
will rapidly move toward a large-scale 
economic and social crisis." 

British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher said Europe’s conservation 
measures would be "useless” if the 
rest of the West did not follow suit. 

No minister mentioned the Unit¬ 
ed States by name and the prefer¬ 
red phrasing was "the other industrial 
consumer states.” 

The communique said President Va¬ 
lery Giscard d’Estaing of France, 


West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt and the prime ministers of 
Britain, the Netherlands, Belgium, 
Luxembourg, Italy, Ireland and Den¬ 
mark resolved to seek a dialogue be¬ 
tween the industrialized West and the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries.

AMONG THE NUMEROUS Cabinet orders 
quietly issued by the provincial government in 
March is one which could have a devastating 
effect on any one of us who takes a drink and 
then drives.

But 
ICBC, having paid a claim, now sues the 
driver for that claim. Claims from $500,000 to $1 
million or more are becoming increasingly 
common. 

Why would the Cabinet approve such a 
change? One reason appears obvious. It is one 
more weapon to discourage drinking and driv¬ 
ing. But if that is so. why would ICBC and the 
government not trumpet the news from the 
housetops instead of letting it slip unnoticed 
through the bureaucratic machine? The value 
of the change as a deterrent is lost unless 
everyone knows about it. 

It turns out that the change is simply one of 
policy on the part of ICBC. Surely a move as 
significant as this should be codified in law 
somehow. Otherwise the directors of ICBC 
could too readily change their minds again. 

Apart from the pitiful manner in which 
this change has been presented, its merit is 
open to question too. Doubtless many people 
will say the impaired, suspended or criminally 
negligent driver who hurts or kills someone 
deserves everything he gets. 

But what are the rest of us left with after 
such tragedies? If an impaired driver is faced 
with a million dollar claim and loses house and 
other possessions, has a family driven onto 
welfare, are we all better off? It’s at least 
debatable. 

Flights of fancy 

LEJ’S HOPE the energy crisis south of the 
border never gets bad enough to warrant 
putting that Gossamer Aibatros into mass pro¬ 
duction. But it’s comforting to know that if all 
else fails there is enough muscle-power in a 
human body to pedal an airplane across the 
English Channel. 

Bryan Allen’s leg-pumping air trip belongs 
in a special category of human achievement — 
somewhere between Gee Whiz and So What? 

The world is not exactly hungering for a 
pedal-driven aircraft; and the plastic-skinned 
creation of designer Paul MacCready is so 
fragile that it is liable to go down in a billowing 
sort of crash in anything but a modest wind. 

Yet those two Californians have proved 
again that certain things are worth doing for 
their own sake — and especially with a big prize 
floating in the breeze. Human-powered flight 
intrigued a British industrialist enough to offer 
$240,000 for a channel crossing. The challenge, 
in turn, intrigued Allen and MacCready enough 
to give it a try and, by golly, they did it. 

That may be the end of it, although the 
"Wright brothers showed the world it’s not wise 
to scoff at any contraption that flies. Maybe the 
Gossamer Aibatros is one of those prototypes 
that hasn’t revealed ail its possibilities. 

Who knows, the commuter of the future 
may hop onto a sleek-winged 10-speed and go 
pedalling pver the rooftops to catch a tailwind 
for the trip to work. 


MONTREAL — Nobody knows the 
exact date when the independence 
referendum will be held (Premier Le¬ 
vesque says it will be sometime next 
spring) — but both sides are already 
off and running with TV ads and bill¬ 
boards urging Quebecers to "Stand up 
for Canada” or to “Live as equals.” 

The federalist ads — on TV only for 
the tttne being — are being placed by 
the Pro-Canada Foundation whose war 
chest has about $1.7 million in business 
donations intended for use by the 
pre-referendum umbrella committee, 
which fell apart earlier this year. 

The pro-independence ads, paid for 
by the Parti Quebecois, are appearing 
on billboards and will stay up until 
the official referendum campaign can 
begin. The PQ is also distributing 
flyers and running radio ads. 

Their slogan is sovereignty-asso¬ 
ciation, meaning “living as equals" 
(vlvre egal a egai), which is taken 
from the title of a policy document 
approved by a PQ convention at the 
beginning of this month. 

The PQ says sovereignty-associa¬ 
tion would allow Canada and Quebec to 
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live as equals — sovereign^tates in 
economic association with one an- 
• other. 

A PQ ad campaign last autumn 
tried to drive Home the message that 
“le Quebec, c’est faisable" (Quebec is 
feasible), the idea being that Quebec 
can stand on its own. 

The Pro-Canada television ads, i» 
both French and English, feature brief 
cuts of individual Quebecers saying 
why they want to remain part of Can¬ 
ada. In the French ads, the leading 
theme seems to be liberty. 

“In Canada we have freedom 
now," says a Joliette farmer. "If Que¬ 
bec separates, there's no guarantee 
we’ll have the same liberties — dem¬ 
onstrations, attacks in the news¬ 
papers, and so on.” 

A Montreal secretary, the mother 
of seven children says Canada pro¬ 
vides freedom, abundance, security — 
"everything you could want.” 

One of the English ads — each ad 
runs 30 seconds — shows a Montreal 


taxi driver who took a trip to the 
Maritimes talking about “what mar¬ 
vellous people’’ those Maritimers 
are. 

The great thing about Canada, he 
says, is that as different as we are, we 
can all call ourselves Canadians. 

The French ads close with a red 
maple leaf on a blue background 
with the message: “Le Canada — j’y 
suis, j’y reste" (Canada — I’m in it 
and I’m staying in it). The English ads 
urge viewers to "Stand up for Can¬ 
ada." 

Neither the Pro-Canada Founda¬ 
tion nor the PQ agreed to divulge how 
. much they are spending. 

But Gilbert Paquette, member of 
the national assembly for the Mon¬ 
treal riding of Rosemont and a mem¬ 
ber of Premier Rene Levesque's spe¬ 
cial 10-member referendum 
committee, asserted that the PQ is 
spending-a good deal less than the 
Pro-Canada Foundation. 

“When we learned that Pro-Canada

A state of oil-war exists 
and we must act accordingly 


T— 


In the global village — as 
the Canadian professor Mar¬ 
shal McLuhan described our 
world — some landowners 
own the wells and they are 
holding the other villagers to 
ransom by charging con¬ 
stantly escalating exhorbi- 
tant rates for the outflow of 
wells they did neither discov¬ 
er nor drill. As a result, 
water from the wells and tfie 
products of the other villag¬ 
ers, who own only very few 
or no wells at ail, keep rising 
in price so rapidly as to en¬ 
danger the economic viabil¬ 
ity of the village. 

In addition, the well 
owners’ wealth increases out 
of proportion to their needs, 
enabling them to buy up 
much of the property of the 
other villagers. 

What chances do the other 
villagers have in order to 
avert disaster? They can 
either band together, de¬ 
clare the wells to be a public 
necessity and take them 
over, a task made difficult 
by its possible immorality 
and illegality and by power¬ 
ful friends the rich well- 
owners have. They can re¬ 
fuse to deal with the well 
owners on their own terms, 
or they can try to develop 
alternative sources. 

Picking the Arab attack on 
Israel on Yom Kippur, 1973 
and the subsequent reversal 
of the attackers’ fortunes as 
a pretext, the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries quadrupled the 
eprtce of oil and started to use 
oil sales as a political weap¬ 
on. In most instances they 
had stumbled on their oil 
wealth, developed by West- 
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ern industrial know-how, 
western entrepreneurship 
and risk Capital, by the sheer 
accident of occupying the 
surface above the oil-bear¬ 
ing strata. So far, the major 
oil-consuming nations per¬ 
mitted OPEC to take over 
their property and charge an 
ever increasing price with 
impunity. 

Just as the peasants in 
the global village, the indust¬ 
rialized and mechanized na¬ 
tions will have to make dras¬ 
tic decisions, but since the 
development of alternatives 
will, in all probability, re¬ 
quire too much time to avert 
econotnic ruin, the optimum 
alternative is to refuse to 
deal with the OPEC nation: 
on their own terms, based 
the stark realization that 
state of oil-war exists — and 
must be won by us. 

Consider the following sce¬ 
nario: The Middle-Eastern 
oil producers initiate an¬ 
other drastic price escala¬ 
tion. They and other nations, 
Nigeria, for example, use oil 
shipments to threaten those 
who favor Israel or consider 
recognition of Rhodesia- 
Zimbabwe or any other do¬ 
mestic or foreign policy 
issue diverging from the 
views held by the petroleum 
supplier. 

The western nations, for 
a change, do not cringe and 
buckle under but declare 
that if the oil-usury and 
political threats are not 
withdrawn, diplomatic rela¬ 
tions are reduced to a mini¬ 
mum, the offenders' pass- 
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ports cease to be recognized, 
their currencies are de¬ 
clared non-convertible, the 
sale and purchase of gold to 
and from them is prohibited, 
bank accounts are blocked, 
air and sea communications 
are cut off, their students 
and commercial missions 
are expelled, technical aid is 
stopped and, if necessary, as 
it is in war, all trade, includ¬ 
ing food, is prohibited. 

In the short run, as in 
war, such drastic reaction 
would force severe oil ra¬ 
tioning and priority opera¬ 
tion of industries and create 
other hardships in the West. 
But in the long-run — and a 
short long-run it would be — 
OPEC would be forced to 
come to terms, especially 
since the Soviet Union could 
not fill the gaps. 

The most important fac¬ 
tor in winning the oil war, 
however, would have been 
total unity and concerted ac¬ 
tion among the western na¬ 
tions. 

In 1974, shortly after the 
Arab oil-embargo was im¬ 
posed, I discussed the possi¬ 
bility of draconic retaliatory 
measures with a senior offi¬ 
cial of the West-German 
government. He told me that 
substantially similar initia¬ 
tives were proposed among 
members of the European 
Economic Community but 
the French government 
under ailing President 
Georges Pompidou refused 
to go along ... 


was waging a campaign, we replied 
with a campaign of our own," Pa¬ 
quette said. 

Christine Holroyd of the Pro-Can¬ 
ada Foundation said the federalist 
campaign would be branching soon 
Into radio and newspaper ads and 
would continue until the referendum is 
called. 

Neither group will be able to adver¬ 
tise on its own once the referendum 
campaign is launched officially. The 
Quebec referendum law imposes tight 
spending controls and prohibits expen¬ 
ditures by anybody except the “yes” 
and “no” committees. 

The “yes" committee will be heavi¬ 
ly dominated by the PQ, but will prob¬ 
ably include members named by the 
Mouvement National des Quebecois 
and other nationalist groups.

They already tried to band together in 
a pre-referendum umbrella group 
called the Pro-Canada Committee, but 
the member groups couldn't agree on 
the roles that each should play and the 
committee flew apart. 


For Jane Fonda and friends 
‘socialist’ is somehow sacred 






TORONTO — Recently 
Newsweek magazine car¬ 
ried an item about singer-ac¬ 
tivist Joan Baez leading a 
campaign against “cruelty, 
violence and oppression" 
perpetrated by Hanoi. 

In. an

Miss Baez 
and former 
anti-Viet- 
n a m war 
protesters 
such as 
James Mi¬ 
ch e n e r , 

Cesar Chavez and Norman 
Lear, urged Vietnam to end 
the "imprisonment and tor¬ 
ture” of perhaps 250,000 
Vietnamese in “re-educa¬ 
tion” camps and “new eco¬ 
nomic zones.” 

It is to their credit that 
these people have the integ¬ 
rity and courage to acknowl¬ 
edge that Hanoi, whom they 
formerly supported in the 
name of “peace”, is com¬ 
mitting atrocities that arc 
worse than those committed 
in time of war. 

Interestingly, Jane Fonda, 
her husband Tom Hayden 
(former anti-war activist 
with Students for a Demo¬ 
cratic Society), Philip Berri- 
gan, Daniel (Pentagon 
Papers) Ellsberg and radi¬ 
cal lawyer William Kunstler 
all refused to sign the peti¬ 
tion. According to News¬ 
week, Kunstler spoke for 
non-signers when he said: “I 
do not believe in public at¬ 
tacks on socialist coun¬ 
tries.” 

More than anything else 
this sort of reaction indi¬ 
cates the thinking that was 
involved in the anti-war 
movement. These ideo¬ 
logues were not for“peace” 
so much as they were for 
“victory” for Hanoi, which 
they insist on seeing as a 
socialist country. 

Of course Vietnam is not a 
socialist country — no Com¬ 
munist regime is or can be. 
Not even our homegrown 
democratic-socialists stress 
the point, or define the dif¬ 
ference between “social¬ 
isms.” 

It is a flaw of North 
America that skepticism to¬ 
wards Communist dictator¬ 
ships tends to be interpreted 
as being anti-socialist. The 
fact is that honest socialists 
should be the most adamant¬ 
ly anti-Communist, for it is 
communism which has given 
them a bad name. 

Today the most repressive 
and vindictive dictatorships 
rail themselves “socialist." 
So is it any wonder that so¬ 
cialism creates apprehen¬ 
sions among people? It is too 
easy, unfortunately, for so¬ 
cialist states to become dic¬ 
tatorships. Even “right- 
wing” dictators like Musso- 
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lini started out as socialists. 
And Hitler's Nazi party, to 
the end, called itself “socia¬ 
list.” 

Yet our media largely re¬ 
mains uncritical of social¬ 
ism as a potential stepping- 
stone to tyranny. Only indi¬ 
viduals sopnd alarm warn¬ 
ings, individuals such as 
Dennis Braithwaite, late of 
the Toronto Star, retired 
Star editorial page writer 
Bob Neilsen, the likes of ex¬ 
socialist Doug Collins of the 
Vancouver Sun. Peter Bri- 
melow of the Financial Post, 
The Toronto Sun's unique 
Lubor Zink. Bob MacDonald 
and a few others in largely 
neutralized positions in the 
electronic media. 

The gods must chuckle 
over Indochina. Few in the 
West — and fewer in the UN 
— point out the irony of Viet- 
nam, the world’s second 
most barbaric Communist 
state, invading Cambodia, 
the world’s most barbaric 
Communist state, for “hu¬ 
manitarian reasons." Only 
the homicidal Khmer Rouge 
regime could make the 
Hanoi regime seem “hu¬ 
mane” by comparison! 

How about Vietnam, after 
nearly four years of “peace” 
which the Jane Fondas and 
William Kunstlers are reluc. 
tant to criticize because they 
consider it a “socialist coun¬ 
try”? Reports from Hanoi 
indicate a desperate popula¬ 
tion. Newswee k's respected 
Arnaqd de Borchgrave re¬ 
ports the country to be a 
“shambles." The average 
monthly ihcome is around 
$20; a black market thrives 
and recently some 300 people 
were reported arrested in 
the city park for copulating. 
These were not teenagers, 
but married people Who 
found more privacy in the 
park than in the 16-square 
feet of communal dwelling 
space the state allows 
them. 

Vietnam has become "a 
nation of informers moti¬ 
vated by fear” and the South 
has become a place of con¬ 
centration camps where peo¬ 
ple are euphemistically “re¬ 
educated." Political prison¬ 
ers are forced to become 


human detectors to clear old 
mine fields and to slave in 
“new economic zones." 
where disease and misery 
are daily rations. 

To quote Baez: “The jails 
are overflowing with thou¬ 
sands upon thousands of ‘de¬ 
tainees.’ People disappear 
never to return. . . torture is 
rampant, life in general is 
hell, and death is prayed 
for.” 

William Buckley’s Nation 
al Rev/ewrecalls how liberal 
elements, like columnist and 
TV commentator Shana 
Alexander, objected to 
America trying to rescue 
Vietnamse babies after the 
collapse of Saigon because 
this would deprive the chit 
dren of the superior “social 
services" Hanoi would pro¬ 
vide. Wonder what she now- 
thinks? And wonder if the 
likes of former NDP-MP An¬ 
drew Brewin, whose heart is 
all goodness and kindness, 
ever reflects on his early 
enthusiasm for Hanoi and 
his assuraces to Canadians 
that the Hanoi regime would 
honor the ceasefire? 

In truth there was never 
any excuse for rosy illusions 
— just as today there is no 
excuse for the loud silence. 
During the war few ever 
questioned why refugees 
always headed South and 
never North, even at the col¬ 
lapse when it was known that 
Hanoi had won. In fact the 
Vietnamese people knew 
more than the Jane Fondas, 
Kunstlers, Brewins, Baezes. 
At least Baez acknowledges 
error and now speaks up. 
The others don’t. 

Even the boat people — 
those thousands^ who push 
into the South China Sea — 
are now ignored by the 
media after a brief flurry 
last fall. All countries reject 
them. Malaysians stone 
them when they attempt to 
land; Thais tow their boats 
out to sea again; Hong Kong 
drives them away. Passing 
ships won’t rescue them. An 
estimated million Vietnam¬ 
ese have tried to escape, 
most of them dying at sea. 
And who cares? Certainly 
not Jane Fonda, who 
wouldn’t dream of criticiz¬ 
ing “socialism!'

An open letter to Prime Minister Joe Clark: 

For some time I have followed your ascendancy to 
the highest office in our country, and it is without 
malice or acrimony that I offer the following reflec¬ 
tions on both your performance and your character. 

Watching you in your contact with the media, and 
w ith formidable political opponents such as Pierre Tru¬ 
deau, I sense you are uncertain of your own ability to 
respond easily and confidently to the challenges that 
arc presented you. Instead of advancing a point of view 
that is the result of careful and considered introspec¬ 
tion, you project an exterior of urbane detachment,, 
while enunciating a position that is but the promptings 
of some advisor who, apparently, does not think you 
aapablc di discovering the ‘truth’ of the matter through 
your own intuitive and analytical reasonings. 

I read your psyche as filled with the ideas of others, 
and, therefore, by implication doubting your own capac¬ 
ity to establish fundamental principles of political 
assessment (the instinctive indices any important lead¬ 
er needs in those moments when he has to act decisive¬ 
ly, quickly, authoritatively). 

I have a hunch your interest in politics is largely 
that of a dilletante, or rather it has existed as a refuge, a 
game, a vocation without your mind and heart being 
tested in the complexities of this drama we are all in. 

It is my belief that what we are always speaks 
louder than what we say, and no matter how noble or 
lofty our political promises may be, unless we sense a 
deep connection with our own integrity as a human 
being, those utterances will seem hollow and counter¬ 
feit, since they represent positions not arrived at 
through the honest searching of our hearts. You 
are apparently a religious man, a professed Catholic. 

Has it not occurred to you that there is a mysterious 
force of poetic justice at work in the universe that exalts 
the innocent, and thrashes the bluffer? The speedy way 
in which your embassy move has confronted you indi¬ 
cates you violated the laws of your own being, promis¬ 
ing as you did something quite remarkable and deci¬ 
sive, yet making that promise not from the depth of 
conviction but out of the expedience of ‘politics.’ It was 
a serious matter, and I believe if you had made 
that judgment more authentically, you would have been 
provided with some more face-saving manoeuvrabilty 
once the effect of that action returned to you. 

Unless you begin to examine the whole labyrinth of 
political decision-making from some kind of broad and 
unifying perspective, and unless that perspective ac¬ 
cords somehow with your own ‘feeling’ for things — 
your attitude towards your child, ybur tastes in art, 
literature, your private strivings and desires, your own 
quest for inward unfolding, your ideas of God — you will 
find yourself at the mercy of a strictly manipulative 
mechanism that Inevitably will deprive your soul of the 
wisdom and fulfillment that adheres to the position you 
occupy as prime minster. 

Trust in yourself. I sense a vulnerable and pure 
heart underneath all your bluffing at being a cool and 
composed politician. Allow yourself to speak within the 
world of your own personality. Become rooted in the 
touchstone of your heart. Then, maybe you’ll achieve 
the biggest surprise of all — proving to your aides and 
yourself you were after all just the man for the job; Let 
the inner voices of your spirit declare themselves. Read 
some Aeschylus; reach down into the miracle of Tness 
that is J- e Clark.

Of course, the people of this 
province pay our salaries, but they also contribute, by 
purchasing goods and services, to everyone’s salary. 

Mr. Burns does not propose to have a referendum to 
limit the rights of checkout clerks — yet we all buy food 
and pay for that person's service, just as we all pay 
taxes for the services of government employees. 

The days of thinking that if you work for the 
government you don’t have the same right to support 
and vote for the party of your choice or become a 
member of a trade union are over in British' Colum¬ 
bia.-

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The U.S. government 
showed off a new electric car 
Friday — a sleek little four¬ 
seater that can go 160 kilo¬ 
metres with two passengers 
on an overnight charge of 
1 electricity. 

A member of the industry 
team that built the ETV-1 
called it “the most advanced 
experimental electric car on 
the road today.’’ 

It is designed to be mass 
produced by 1985 for the 
equivalent of $6400. 

With a range of 160 kilo¬ 
metres, the hatchback, sil¬ 
ver-grey car with a red in¬ 
terior, goes half again as far 
on a full charge as any previ¬ 
ous model. That range as¬ 
sumes speeds up to 72 kilo- 
. metres an hour. 

At 56 kmph, the car can go 
more than 184 kilometres be¬ 
fore needing a recharge that 
takes about 10 hours. In stop- 
and-go city driving with four 
passengers the driving 
range is about 112 kilo¬ 
metres. 

The cars practically 
soundless. 

The vehicle can cruise at 
88 kmph and pass at 96. It 
does not exactly bum rubber 
from a dead stop but it can do 
zero to 48 in nine seconds. 

Vincent Esposito of the 
U.S. energy department ex¬ 
plained that the vehicle is 
different from four others 
displayed earlier, because it 
was designed as an electric 
car from the ground up, 
rather than being a mutation 
of conventional cars. 

The new electric car has 18 
new lead acid batteries for 
power, a built-in battery 
charger. Pulling down the 
front licence plate exposes 
the plug, which can be 
hooked into any 110-volt wall 
socket. 

The batteries are in an 
enclosed, streamlined un¬ 
derbody. They can be filled 
with water through a single 
spigot, located under the 
rear licence plate. That is 
also where a ode-gallon gas 
tank to run the heater is 
filled. 

The console is consider¬ 
ably more simple than on a 
gasoline-powered car. One 
button says "drive,” another 
“reverse’’ and oni "neu¬ 
tral.” A gauge shows the 
amount of charge left in the

British Columbia citi¬ 
zens who didn’t get their 
five free B.C. Resources 
Investment Corp. shares 
before June 15 still have a 
chance to become share¬ 
holders. 

Premier Bennett said Fri¬ 
day that there had always 
been an appeal section in the 
BORIC legislation to enable 
citizens out of the country at 
the time of the original issue 
"or just unable to register 
for their five free shares” to 
appeal to a government 
agent and receive the free 
shares. 

Deadline for the appeal 
period is the year-end. 

"People who missed the 
five free shares should apply 
directly to the nearest gov¬ 
ernment agent,” he said. 
"And they should hold onto 
the shares, not sell them.” 

The premier stressed that 
the year-end deadline was 
not an extension of the origi¬ 
nal deadline of June 15. "The 
appeal procedure has al¬ 
ways been there but I guess 
it didn’t receive any atten¬ 
tion,” he said. 

The year-end deadline will 
enable B.C. servicemen or 
citizens recently returned 
from overseas to apply for 
their free shares but it will 
not enable them to buy extra 
shares at $6. 

He said the extra free- 
share time would also extend 
to citizens who “may have 
been confused or listened to 
bad political advice.” 

Bennett sad the number 
and value of shares pur¬ 
chased in the first issue ($414 
million) .was “a great ex¬ 
pression W confidence in the 
province by the people. It 
has created a company of 
great importance, not just in 
Canada but internationally. 

"BCRIC is now sitting in 
the right place at the right 
time and with the ability to 
move.” 

The premier made his 
statements during a press 
conference after his return

from Ottawa where he had 
discussed "matters of seri¬ 
ous concern to British Co¬ 
lumbia” with Prime Minis¬ 
ter Clark. 

No decisions were made on

northeast coalfields and off¬ 
shore resources. 

The premier said he had 
not expected instant deci¬ 
sions.

“If they said that, they are 
not being correct because I 
haven't talked to either one 
since the election, and 1 
never comment on second¬ 
hand conversations and 


rumors,” Bennett told a 
news conference. 

“Any citizen has the right 
to assess whether they are 
being fair or not. If they’ve 
had a lot of complaints then I 
guess they should be wor¬ 
ried, but none of it came 
from me.”

OTTAWA (CP) — Can¬ 
ada's newest economic re¬ 
search group has appealed 
to the Clark government to 
resist the trend toward de¬ 
creased government invol¬ 
vement in the economy. 

The five-month old Cana¬ 
dian Institute for Economic 
Policy released its first pub¬ 
lication Friday, stressing 
the importance of "our long 
tradition of state involve¬ 
ment in economic affairs.” 

It urged policy-makers to 
seriously question conven¬ 
tional wisdom calling for 
governments to step back 
from economic manage¬ 
ment and let private enter¬ 
prise play the key role. 

The institute is disturbed 
by widespread acceptance of 
the idea that economies

work best when left unfet¬ 
tered by governments to re¬ 
spond to natural market 
forces. 

Its directors — who in¬ 
clude former Liberal cabinet 
minister Walter Gordon, 
Senator Maurice Lamon- 
tagne and Toronto professor 
Abraham Eotstein, one of 
the founders of the Commit¬ 
tee for an Independent Can¬ 
ada — believe the free enter- 
prise prescription is 
outdated. 

New policies, in which the 
government plays a major 
role, are needed if the coun¬ 
try is to cope in an era of 
growing international com¬ 
petitiveness.^ 

"Governments in Canada 
have had a key role to play, 
not only by supporting the

Garden Notes 


We have one fair-sized flower bed 
in our garden which, until this spring, 
had never been dug over since we 
moved in, almost 10 years ago. 

It was planted up with perennials, 
mostly the well-behaved, non-aggres¬ 
sive kinds, and as they put on an 
acceptable show every year, we just 
let them go their own way, without any 
fussing except staking where neces¬ 
sary, a little thinning, and an occa¬ 
sional mulch of old rotted manure to 
maintain the fertility of the soil. 

This spring, needing space to try 
out some new varieties, I moved out 
the old plants, dug over the bed deeply, 
and set out the plants I was testing. 
Then my troubles began — weeds! 

Weeds, had never been much of a 
problem in this bed previously, and an 
occasional hand-pulling was enough to 
keep it reasonably clean, but this year 
all kinds of queer weeds are coming up 
in their thousands in this bed. 

I find I am spending far too much of 
my limited gardening time on the busi¬ 
ness end of a hoe handle, for every 
weed I hoe off, a dozen more spring up 
to take its place. 

Where did these weeds come from? 
The seeds couldn't have blow n in — not 
in such enormous quantities and in 


such variety — in the short time since 
the bed was dug over. 

Obviously these seeds must have 
been lying dormant in the deep soil all 
these years, needing only this spring's 
digging to bring them close to the 
surface where they could germinate. 

This phenomenon was very much in 
evidence in England following the 
massive bombings of the Second 
World War. The bombed areas, where 
deep layers of soil were thrown to the 
surface by the explosions, became co¬ 
lonized almost immediately with 
weeds and wild flowers which hadn't 
been seen in those districts for mdre 
than 30 years. 1 1 

It Is believed now that the seeds had 
been scattered and buried deeply, 
probably before the turn of the cen¬ 
tury, when farm lands and pastures 
had been taken over by encroaching 
urban development. These seeds had 
been resting in a dormant state ever 
since, needing only light and air to 
start them into growth. 

Weed seeds seem to be able to 
remain dormant, yet retaining their 
germ of life, almost indefinitely in the 
lower depths of the soil, and this fact 
carries with it a sober note of warning 
to all home gardeners. 


If any of your weeds are permitted 
to go to seed now, the seeds may be 
buried beyond germinating depth dur¬ 
ing routine cultivations, only to turn up 
and plague you in the years to come 
when the deep layers of soil are re¬ 
turned to the surface, as happened In 
my case. 

Old-time English professional gar¬ 
deners had a saying that covers this 
situation: “One year's seeding — 
seven year's weeding." 

Hoeing off the weeds, then, isn’t a 
job which can be put off to some 
convenient occasion — they MUST be 
tackled while still young and before 
they can set seed, if the ground is to 
remain reasonably clean. 

Actually, this isn't as strenuous as 
it sounds, specially if you use a small, 
light scuffle hoe with a really sharp 
blade. The scuffle hoe and the Dutch 
hoe — very much alike — have their 
blades facing forward rather than at 
right angles to the handle as with the 
draw hoe, and a simple effortless scuf¬ 
fling of the soil will slice off the weeds 
as clean as a whistle. 

Dry weather is best for this opera¬ 
tion, so the uprooted weeds will wilt 
and die in the sun. If rain is in the 
offing, they should be raked up and 
confined to the compost bin.

We went to the Occidental 
College commencemenl in 
Los Angeles on a recent Sat¬ 
urday evening, and I was 
pleased to see that this an¬ 
cient ceremony, so poignant, 
so vibrant with culmination 
and promise, has survived 
the turbulent years. 

Not to say that it is quite 
the same as it used to be. or 
will ever be the same 
again. 

It was a lovely evening. 
The sun was setting as the 
graduates in their caps and 
gowns filed up the road to the 
open hillside theater at the 
top of the campus. The air 
was warm and bright: and 
scented with pine and euca¬ 
lyptus. 

Faintly the strains of 
I’omp and Circumstance- 
floated down the road. So 
stately, so old and reassur¬ 
ing, that song. It had set the 
cadence for my ow* high 
school commencemenl. in¬ 
calculable years before. I 
was glad that it had survived 
the indignities inflicted on it 
by 10,000 high school orches¬ 
tras, and was still in ser¬ 
vice. 

We stood by the road as the 
Class of '79 trudged up the 
hill. They looked much like 
most other graduating 
classes, their infinite variety 
only slightly camouflaged by 
academic robes and tasseled 
mortarboards: But gradual¬ 
ly I began to have an idea 
that something was different 


here, nothing essential, 
nothing pervasive, but an 
odd note here atjd there; a 
touch of eccentricity or im¬ 
pertinence 

Some of the women wore 
fresh leis of plumeria and 
hibiscus over their robes. I 
didn't remember that it was 
traditional, but I liked it. 
Some of the men appeared to 
be wearing no shirts. Bare 
chests showed, tanned and 
sometimes hairy. 

Then there was the young 
man with the dog. It was a 
large, nondescript yellow 
dog. of the kind that might' 
have been drawn by James 
Thurber: part Labrador re¬ 
triever. maybe. The student 
was leading it by a cord, and 
a card was attached to the 
dog's collar with a Greek 
fraternity symbol lettered 
on it. It seemed extraordi¬ 
nary, but I suppose there 
would be some one to take 
the dog at the end of the 
processional, before its mas¬ 
ter took his seat with his 
class. Wouldn't there? 

The theater was full. The 
graduates were seated in a 
semicircle facing the natu¬ 
ral stage. The academics 
filed in and took their places 
. on folding chairs. The invo¬ 
cation was delivered by a 
bishop in red robes. 

The ceremony proceeded 
according to time-honored 
custom. The commence¬ 
ment address (too long, as 
usual); the presentation of 


awards and the conferring of 
an honorary degree; a Psalm 
and a hymn by Bach, sung by 
an ensemble from the glee 
club, their voices sweet and 
young in the dusk; the pre¬ 
sentation of the class by the 
dean, who noted mischie¬ 
vously that it numbered 
“three hundred and ninety 
odd students;" and then the 
conferring of degrees. 

It seems interminable, the 
conferring of 390 odd de¬ 
grees; but no shortcut is 
thinkable. Each graduate is 
entitled to that tremulous, 
shining moment when his 
name or hers is called and he 
walks across the stage to 
shake the hand of the presi¬ 
dent and receive his piece of 
parchment. Each is entitled 
to that moment, and so are 
his friends and relatives out 
there in the audience. 

I could see their faces as 
they stepped up to the stage 
to be congratulated by the 
dean, and then, at the call of 
their names, to march alone 
across the stage. Every one 
unique. The short and the 
tall, the vivacious, the sol¬ 
emn, the tearful, the debon- 
airc, the frightened, the cool. 
As each was summoned his 
claque on the hillside' 
clapped, shouted, whistled. 

One young man stepped up 
with an infant in his arms. As 
if this too was part of the 
ritual, the president tickled 
the baby on the stomach and 
said kitchy-koo. or whatever 


the academic equivalent 
might be. and handed the 
young man his diplqma. 

Neither did he lose his 
poise when a woman turned 
up in front of him with some 
kind of animal, rampant, on 
the top of her mortarboard. 
It looked to me like a weasel 
or a squirrel, but perhaps it 
was a miniature tiger, the 
tiger being the symbol of 
Occidental's teams. I turned 
questioningly to the college 
chaplain, on l my right. His 
eyes were wide, butneld no 
answer. 

1 at once forgot this inci¬ 
dent. however; when the stu¬ 
dent who had been leading 
the dog stepped up. He had 
not got anyone to hold the 
dog,and together they 
crossed the stage, and the 
president, with prudence to 
match his poise, chose not to 
tickle the dog as he had the 
infant, and simply handed its 
master his diploma and 
shook his hand. 

As the ceremony neared 
its end the sound of fire¬ 
crackers rippled along the 
top of the hill and a full moon 
rose above the trees. 

It was the most exuberant 
and enchanting commence¬ 
ment I have ever seen; and 
all its impudence. I suspect, 
was quite without hostility or 
malice. 

I am glad to see that tradi¬ 
tion can suffer its nose to be 
tweaked without perishing. 


James Bacon’s

HOLLYWOOD — A recent 
Denis Hamill column in the 
Los Angeles Iterald-Exam- 
iner attacking the late John 
Wayne for not having gone to 
war during the Second World 
War was not only a monu¬ 
ment to bad taste, it was 
wholly inaccurate. The col¬ 
umn appeared a couple of 
days before Wayne died of 
cancer. 

Wayne needs no defence 
from me, but here are the 
facts on why the late star 
didn't go to war in the Second 
World War. 

He was the father of four 
children. Jimmy Stewart 
and Clark Gable, both of 
whom Hamill cited, were 
bachelors and childless. 
That automatically exempt¬ 
ed Duke from the draft. . 

In 1942, when Stewart and 
Gable joined up, Duke was 
3B, an age when the military 
didn't want fathers. 

I know because I was the 
U.S. Navy's oldest living en¬ 
sign at 29 and I was sur 
rounded by 18 to 21-year-old 
90-day wonders. War is a 


boy’s game, unfortunately. 

But that is not the main 
reason. 

The late John Ford, who 
became an admiral with his 
brilliant combat photog¬ 
raphy unit during the South 
Pacific campign, once told 
me he wanted Duke, his pro¬ 
tege, with him. And Duke 
was busting at the seams to 
go. Ford, however, said he 
got word from the FDR 
White House that Duke was 
more valuable at home mak¬ 
ing war movies. 

“In those early days of the 
war, we didn’t haye too 
many heroes at home to 
cheer about,” Ford recalled. 
“Washington needed Duke to 
conquer Japan single-hand¬ 
ed on the screen for home- 
front propaganda." 

I never talked with Duke 
about the war. True, there 
were lots of fathers over¬ 
seas. 1 had three children 
myself, but in those days I 
know the Navy didn't want 
anybody over 30, unless,you 
were old Navy.

drome. 

Jerry, whom some think 
was the prototype for Budd 
Schulbcrg’s What Makes 
Sammy Run, started as a 
copy - boy on the old New 
York Graphic. 

At the time, the Graphic- 
had a star columnist by the 
name of Walter Winched. 
This all took place in the 
days of radio in its infancy. 

Jerry, when not getting 
coffee for the reporters and 
editors of the Graphic, used 
to paste up radio items. 
Eventually, he sold his 
bosses on the idea of a radio 
column. It was, if I recall, 
the first radio column ever. 

One night at Lindy's res¬ 
taurant, Jerry introduced 
himself to Winched with 
these words: 

“Mister Winched, I'm just 
a kid starting out as a colum¬ 
nist and you are my idol. 
What's the secret of becom¬ 
ing a real columnist like 
you?” 

Now to all of us who knew 


Winched, this was just the 
right approach. Waiter's ego 
was mightief than his pen. 

"Kid," said Winched, "tl)e 
secret of writing a column 
that will get you noticed is to 
take some big . . . the bigger 
the better, and then stick the 
needles to him. And don't let 
up.” 

Wald took Winchell's ad¬ 
vice and for the next six 
months put the needle to the 
biggest guy he knew — Win¬ 
ched. 

Denis is the new kid in 
town who, naturally, wants 
to draw attention to his col¬ 
umn. So you take the biggest 
guy you know and put the 
.needle to him. Everybody 
will be talking about you. 
Maybe even Jim Bacon will 
write a column about you. 

But remember one thing, 
Denis, even when the Duke 
shot Comanches from his 
horse, he never kicked them 
while they were down on 
their backs. And certainly 
not once they were already 
dying.

Serbian hijacker gets 20 years 


CHICAGO (AP) — Serbian na¬ 
tionalist Nikola Kavaja was sen¬ 
tenced Friday to 20 years in prison 
for participating in a 1975 bombing 
conspiracy. The sentence came 
two days after he hijacked an 
airliner with 135 persons aboard. 

Kavaja. his hands handcuffed in 
front of him, arrived Friday at 
O'Hare International Airport on a 
chartered flight from McGuire Air 
Force Base. N.J., in the custody of 
U.S. federal agents. 

Intensive security precautions 
delayed the beginning of the sen¬ 
tencing hearing before U.S. Dis¬ 


trict Court Judge Hubert Will. 
Everyone entering the courtroom 
had to pass through metal detec¬ 
tors. 

Will revoked Kavaja’s $350,000 
bond Wednesday and the bonds of 
four other terrorists convicted 
with Kavaja on Thursday. Will 
said he considered himself re¬ 
sponsible for the hijacking be¬ 
cause he had let Kavaja go free. 

Kavaja and five other Serbian 
exiles had been scheduled to be 
sentenced Thursday for the 1975 
bombing of the home of the Yugo¬ 
slav consul in Chicago. They were 


also to be sentenced on conspiracy 
in plotting to blow up two Yugoslav 
receptions commemorating the 
beginning of Yusoslavia’s commu¬ 
nist government. 

Among Kavaja’s demands when 
he hijacked the plane was the 
release from a Chicago jail of Rev. 
Stojilko Kajevic, 43, a Serbian Or¬ 
thodox priest also convicted of 
the 1975 bombing. 

Facing sentence with Kavaja 
and Kajevic were Nikola Zivovlc, 
52, of Chicago; Rados Stevlic, 40, of 
suburban Wayne; Zivotijfe Savic 


of suburban Downers Grove and 
Bosko Radonjic of New York City. 
Savic and Radonjic pleaded guilty. 
The others were convicted on 
bombing and conspiracy charges. 

The six Serbs are said to^ie 
members of a terrorist group 
known as SEPO, which stands for 
the Serbian words for "Freedom 
for the Serbian Fatherland.” Ser¬ 
bia is part of Yugoslavia. 

Kavaja, a 45-year-old mechanic 
from Paterson, N.J., was on his 
way to Chicago from New York 
when he hijacked the American 
Airlines Boeing 727 airliner. 


ST. JOHN'S. Antigua 
(UPI) — An Eastern Carib¬ 
bean leader Friday asked 
the United States, Great 
Britain and Canada to help 
stop the spread of commu¬ 
nism in the area, which has 
seen two leftist revolutions 
already in the past three 
months. 

Vere Bird, the 70-year-old 
premier of Antigua, a Brit¬ 
ish associated state seeking 
full independence from Brit¬ 
ain later this year, ex¬ 
pressed his concern about 
what he called the "up¬ 
heavals" in the Caribbean 
when he received the cre¬ 
dentials of the new U.S. am¬ 
bassador to the eastern Ca¬ 
ribbean islands, Sally 
Shelton. 

Ms. Shelton, based in Bar¬ 
bados, is accredited to the 
independent nations of 
Grenada, Dominica and St. 
Lucia, but she also takes 
care of American affairs in 
the not yet fully Independent 
islands. 

"We are looking forward 
to the co-operation of Brit¬ 
ain, Canada and the United 
States so that the region can¬ 
not become a hunting ground 
for those with opposite 
views,” Bird sad. 

He said the region was 
"now going through a phase 
which we will eventually 
overcome, but what is hap¬ 
pening in the Caribbean is a 
iesson for us all.”

islands and said he noted 
with satisfaction that Ms. 
Shelton, while in Antigua, 
had given the Eastern Carib¬ 
bean Common Market a $1.5 
million grant to establish a 
regional civil servants train¬ 
ing program. 

Three months ago, the 
elected regime of Prime 
Minister Eric Gairy in Gren¬ 
ada was toppled from power 
in an armed, leftist coup by 
Maurice Bishop, who has al¬ 


ready said Ms. Shelton was 
not welcome in Grenada t<J 
present her credentials. 

On Thursday, Prime Min¬ 
ister Patrick John of Domin¬ 
ica was ousted by a coalition 
of leftists, moderates and 
rightly in a parliamentary 
coup after a month of 
strikes, looting, arson and 
chaos. 

On J uly 2. moderate Prime 
Minister John Compton of 
St. Lucia faces a tough test in 
general elections against a 
leftist opposition.

Children of God, Columbus, and its leader, David Brandt 
She was a member of the cult from 1972 to 1977. 

In the suit, Ms. McManus, 22, said Brandt in 1976 
"began to presribe certain conduct for the female mem¬ 
bers and taught them the art of sex seduction and to be 
‘fishers of men' and ‘happy hookers for Jesus."’

A cartoon I siw In a magazine shows a woman lying on 
a couch in a psychiatrist’s office, and the caption has 
her saying, "I’m sick and tired of his better-adjusted- 
than-lhou attitude!" 

Obviously this woman is not a well-adjusted person. 
And apparently she is married to a man who Is terribly 
well-adjusted—or, at least, thinks he is and is very ag¬ 
gravating about it. 

The woman’s complaint suggests something of the 
ambiguity in the notion of adjustment, a notion which has 
become for many in our time almost a matter of secular 
holiness. Our evangelical great-grandfathers used to de¬ 
mand of one another, "Brother, have you been saved?;" 
today we ask, "Man, are you well-adjusted?" 

Today we are all quite skilled at detecting the mal¬ 
adjustments of one another—although often what you 
Judge to be maladjustment in the other person you would 
consider to be in yourself a mark of your splendid indi¬ 
viduality. 

A good deal of adjustment, of course. Is necessary for 
all of us: we have our personhood in our relations with 
other persons. In our ongoing adjustments to one another. 
But we tend to make too much of adjustment. Some¬ 
times what we call "good adjustment" is merely ab¬ 
ject acquiescence in things as they are, easy and un¬ 
questioning acceptance of fashionable standards and 
conventions. 

St. Paul dealt with this problem of adjustment. In 
his Letter to the Romans he wrote, "Adapt yourselves no 
longer to the pattern of thls'prosent world, but let your 
minds be remade (by the mercy of God) and your 
whole being thus transformed." <12:2 New English Bible) 
The greek word there rendered as "adapt" could have quite 
aceuratoy been given as "adjust.” This can be taken as a 
warning against mere conformity, a point made clear In the 
King James Version, "Be not conformed to the world." But 
Paul was not calling for nonconformity as having value 
in itself; his concern went far deeper. 

Paul was telling his fellow Christians that the full life in 
faith is not in responding to any external pattern, to any 
pervasive ethos. “LeJ your minds be remade, and your 
whole being thus transformed;” fulness of life is neither in 
being conformed to the world's pattern nor In refusing to be 
conformed to it, but in being transformed by the opening of 
mind and heart to the creative Spirit of God 

The person who embraces biblical faith does not try to 
escape from the world. But he or she sits loosely, non¬ 
chalantly, to all the paraphernalia of life. That was 

- the way of the Old Testament prophets. That was Jesus’s 

- way. 

; But this is in no way a matter of cultivating indif- 
i ferenee to the needs and sufferings of the world. That 
; kind of nonchalance Is a repudiation of love—and love 
» is the dynamic of the authentically Christian life. 

1 It is one of the practical paradoxes of biblical faith 
; that only in nonchalance toward worldly demands and 
i pressures and threats is a person enabled to come to 
J fulness of life and to serve God's purposes of justice 
> and mercy and compassion for the world. "Adjust your- 
! selves no longer to the pattern of this present world, 
■ but let your minds be remade, and your whole nature 
I thus transformed.”

LONDON (CP) - One of 
the most sensational court¬ 
room dramas in British legal 
history ended Friday when 
Jeremy Thorpe and three 
co-defendants were acquit¬ 
ted of charges they con¬ 
spired to save Thorpe’s 
political career by murder¬ 
ing a male model who 
claimed to be Thorpe’s 
homosexual lover. 

The jury deliberated for 
nearly three days before re¬ 
turning not guilty verdicts 
amid gasps and tears in the 
packed, oak-panelled court¬ 
room at London’s Old Bailey 
criminal court. 

THORPE, 50, former lead¬ 
er of Britain’s Liberal party, 
called the verdict a “com¬ 
plete vindication." His 
promising career has fallen 
into ruins because of the al¬ 
legations made by the 
model, Norman Scott. 

After the verdict was an¬ 
nounced. Thorpe threw the 
three colored cushions he 
had been sitting on over the 
glass-walled prisoner's dock 
to his delighted wife. Then he 
leaned over and kissed her. 

Leaving the courtroom a 
free man. he shouted to pur¬ 
suing reporters, “I feel 
fine!” 

THORPE AND his co-de 
fendants — longtime friend 
and former Liberal party 
deputy treasurer David 
Holmes, 49; South Wales 
businessman John Le Me- 
surier. 46, and nightclub 
owner George Deakin, 39 — 
had spent two nights at Brix- 
ton Prison after the jury 
began its deliberations Wed¬ 
nesday. Their bail had been 
revoked at that point in ac¬ 
cordance with British court 
practice. 

All four were charged with 
conspiracy to murder and 


Thorpe alone was charged 
with inciting Holmes to kill 
the 39-year-old Scott. In end¬ 
ing a 31-day trial, the nine- 
man, three-woman jury ac¬ 
quitted them of all counts, 
each of which carried a 
maximum 10-year jail sen¬ 
tence on conviction. 

AT HIS RENTED bunga¬ 
low in western England, 
Scott told reporters: “The 
verdict doesn't matter. ... I 
know what happened. " 

After the verdict. Thorpe, 
who lost his seat in the House 
of Commons in the general 
election five days before the 
trial began, was mobbed by 
a crowd of 300 outside the 
courthouse. 

Thorpe’s wife, Marion, an 
Austrian-born former con¬ 
cert pianist, told reporters. 
“I’m not surprised but very 
relieved." She had been in 
court every day of the trial. 
Thorpe, whose first wife 
died in an automobile acci¬ 
dent in 1970, was single until 
1968. 

LATER FRIDAY Thorpe 
issued a statement saying: 
"I have always maintained 
that I was innocent of the 
charges brought against me. 
The verdict of the jury, after 
a prolonged and careful in¬ 
vestigation by them, I re¬ 
gard as totally fair, just, and 
a complete vindication." 

The charges against him 
were the most serious 
brought against a British 
politician in decades and 
newspapers dubbed it the 
“trial of the century." 

The crown had alleged that 
Thorpe and his cb-defen- 
dants plotted between 1973 
and 1977 to murder the 39- 
year-old Scott to silence him. 
The incitement charge in¬ 
volved an alleged attempt 
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by Thorpe in 1969 to get 
Holmes to kill the model. 

rr WAS ALLEGED that 
Thorpe feared that Scott's 
allegations of having had a 
homosexual affair with him 
in the early 1960s, before he 
rose to prominence as leader 
of the Liberal party, would 
ruin his career. 

In 1976, after the scandal 
surfaced. Thorpe resigned 
as Liberal leader. 

Several key elements may 
have convinced the jury to 
acquit. One was Scott him¬ 
self. who now works as a 
horse groom. When he took 
the witness stand he was 
highly emotional, to the obvi¬ 
ous distress of the straight- 
talking Judge Sir Joseph 
Cantley, who later called 
Scott "a crook, a liar, a 
fraud, a sponger, a whiner 
and a parasite." 

CANTLEY HAD similar 
things to say in his two-day 
summing up about the two 
Other key prosecution wit¬ 
nesses: Peter Bessell, a for¬ 
mer Liberal MP now living 
in Oceanside, Calif., and An¬ 
drew Newton, an airline pilot 
who it was alleged was hired 
to kill Scott. 

The judge said all their 
evidence against Thorpe was 
"tainted" because they had 
arranged to sell their stories 
for large sums of money. 

The other major factor in 
the case was the surprise 
decision by Thorpe’s defence 
lawyer and by lawyers for 
Holmes and Le Mesurler. not 
to put the three men on the 
witness stand. It was a cal¬ 


culated gamble that ap¬ 
parently paid off. 

THE PROSECUTION 
would have been certain to 
question the former MP 
about his homosexual ten¬ 
dencies In the early 1960s. a 
fact Thorpe’s lawyer, 
George Carman, conceded 
at one point in the trial. 

In sending the jury out to 
consider its verdict, Cantley, 
stressed that the jurors must 
be sure beyond doubt that 
there was a conspiracy to kill 
Scott, not merely to frighten 
him 

Despite his acquittal. 
Thorpe is unlikely to regain 
the political power and influ¬ 
ence he has lost. 

THE PRESENT Liberal 
leader, David Steel, welcom¬ 
ing the result, said he hoped 
Thorpe would "find many 
avenues where his great tal¬ 
ents may be fully used.” 

Thorpe, who became party 
chief in 1967, led a Liberal 
resurgence in the early 
1970s, winning six million 
votes and 14 Commons seats 
in the February 1974 general 
election. 

A DASHING figure in 
trilby hat and Bond Street 
haberdashery.

NEW YORK (Reuter) — 
Peter Bessel, a former Lib¬ 
eral member of the British 
Parliament and a key prose¬ 
cution witness in the Jeremy 
Thorpe trial, said Friday the 
tragic events of the case 
have permanently scarred 
the lives of many people.

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38 extra buses 
to meet region 
demand to 1982 


Expansion of bus service in Greater 
Victoria took a step forward Fri¬ 
day when the Urban Transit Authority 
instructed staff to prepare specifica¬ 
tions and tenders for 38 new 40-foot 
diesel buses. 

Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier, a 
UTA director, said the vehicles would 
complement the fleet of 100 buses in 
the area and would handle require¬ 
ments in the Capital Region until 
1982. 

"I anticipate the expansion will rec¬ 
ognize the needs of the Saanich Penin¬ 
sula, the Western Community and possibly 
a park-and-ride system,” he said in an 
interview. 

The authority was also considering pur¬ 
chasing smaller (28-foot) vehicles for 
rural areas of the province, and it was 
possible some could be used on an experi¬ 


mental basis in Greater Victoria, Couve¬ 
lier said. 

In another development, the author¬ 
ity deferred action on a suggestion that 
off-duty policemen be allowed to ride free 
on B.C. Hydro buses. 

Couvelier said the crpwn corporation 
suggested the move to combat vandalism 
and violence on the buses. 

“It was felt it would cut down on 
vandalism costs and reduce fights on 
buses, especially late at night,” he said. 

A similar program had proven effective 
in some parts of the United States, the 
mayor said. 

Couvelier said directors opposed to the 
proposal argued that off-duty nurses 
should be granted the same privilege as 
policemen because “someone may be 
taken ill on a bus.” 

It has been Hydro policy for a num¬ 
ber of years to allow uniformed police 
and firemen to travel free of charge 
on its buses.

Chinatown 
club a real 
‘lifesaver’ 


The Victoria Chinatown 
Lions’ Club went to the res¬ 
cue of Victoria General Hos¬ 
pital in a big way recently, 
members of the hospital's 
radiology department say. 

A $15,000 donation from 
the club provided the hospi¬ 
tal’s portion of the $63,000 
mobile image intensifier, a 
fluoroscopic X-ray machine 
used extensively in operat¬ 
ing rooms. 

The donation was made in 
the memory of the late Eric 
Joe, a charter member of the 
club. 

The device replaces an 
older model which had bro¬ 
ken down and is irreparable, 
necessitating the purchase 
of a new one. 

"The club was a lifesaver 
for us,” radiology chief Dr. 
Gordon Ritchie said Thurs¬ 
day. “It’s an essential piece 
of equipment, especially in 
the operating room." 

A recent decision by the 
Hospital Programs branch 
of the health ministry to cut 
in half the equipment bud¬ 
gets of Capital Region hospi- 
tals meant the hospital 
would have had serious 
problems trying to raise the 
necessary funds itself. 

Technician Daniel Dare 
said the device is most fre¬ 
quently used to guide sur¬ 
geons using steel pins to re¬ 
pair broken hip, wrist or 
ankle joints. It can also be 
used in the removal of for¬ 
eign objects and in implant¬ 
ing pacemakers. 

Unlike a regular X-ray 
machine, which produces a 
picture on film, the fluoro- 


scope produces an electronic 
image on a television screen. 
The mobile version features 
a large “C” arm, with the 
radiation emitter and detec¬ 
tor on opposite ends. The de¬ 
vice is fitted around a pa¬ 
tient lying on the operating 
table to give the surgeon an 
instant picture. 

Before the device was 
available, X-ray technicians 
had to move an X-ray ma¬ 
chine into the operating the¬ 
atre, hold film against or 
under the patient, and then 
head for the nearest dark¬ 
room to develop the film. 
Meanwhile, the surgical 
team and the patient, would 
wait. Frequently, X-rays 
had to be taken from several 
different angles. 

For patients under general 
anesthesia, such delays put 
considerable strain on the 
body, Dare said. The proce¬ 
dure was especially danger¬ 
ous for elderly patients, 
many of whom had to under¬ 
go it because of broken hips 
suffered in falls. 

The mohile fluoroscope 
significantly reduces the 
time spent under anesthe¬ 
sia, Dare said. 

In addition, the new ma¬ 
chine reduces the amount of 
radiation to which the pa¬ 
tient is exposed. Equipped 
with a video-tape recorder 
with “freeze-frame” cap¬ 
ability, the machine can be 
turned on briefly and the 
image retained on the moni¬ 
tor for further observation. 
A surgeon driving a pin into a 
hip, for instance, might take 
several shots of the pin from

At last, Bailey bridges 
will be given heave-ho 


The four Bailey bridges at Seymour and Vernon 
on the Blanshard Street extension, cause of a number 
of accidents over the last nine months, are to be 
replaced by permanent structures. 

The federal government announced Friday it 
would spend $317,000 to replace the temporary bridges 
over Canadian National Railways tracks. 

The CNR will pay $62,500 and the province the 
remainder of the estimated $634,000. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier said he welcomed "this 
good news” as a forerunner of “some pretty healthy 
highways ministry involvement in our municipal¬ 
ity.” - s 

The Ottawa announcement would likely spark an 
early announcement on the long-awaited McKenzie 
Avenue extension, he said. 

The decision to replace the bridges comes two 
months after a Canadian Transport Commission rul¬ 
ing denying a request by the CNR to abandon a rail 
spur the bridges now span. 


Pedestrian underpasses will be built at the cross¬ 
ings. 

The proposal for northbound traffic on Vernon 
Avenue is for a bridge with three traffic lanes and a 
parking lane consistent with the Blanshard exten¬ 
sion. 

On Seymour Avenue southbound, trains will pass 
through a pipe tunnel below the road because the 
height of the highway over the tracks is greater than 
at Vernon. 

The pipe will be big enough so a road could be run 
through it if a future decision allowed abandonment 
of the rail line. 

At Vernon, a ramped sidewalk will be installed 
beneath the bridge deck. At Seymour, a pipe will be 
built under the highway so pedestrians are separated 
from the train tracks. 

Each crossing will have ramps and grades to 
accomm’bdate the handicapped from the Garth 
Homer Achievement Centre, and each crossing will 
be as close to road surface as possible. 


Gordon's Towing, the firm 
which has inspired the city of 
Victoria to tighten up regula¬ 
tions governing towing com¬ 
panies, has a new owner*- 
Victoria developer Hans 
Hartwig. 

Bartwig was out of town 
Friday and couldn't be 
reached for comment, but 
sources indicated that he 
wasn’t overjoyed with his 
new enterprise.

Glazier said he had met with the two men 
and had been assured of their support for 
the relocation of the terminus to the city 
side of the Johnson Street Bridge. 


Glazier would like to see the new station 
built on Store Street at its Johnson Street 
intersection. 

He said there had been some concern 
that Via Rail wouldn’t back the plan be¬ 
cause traffic across the bridge is halted 
several times a day when the lift span is 
raised to let vessels pass.

OAKVILLE, Ont. (CP) - 
Tom Watson, playing with 
confidence that comes with 
success, battled Glen 
Abbey’s lush layout and 
treacherous winds to carry a 
three-shot lead into today's 
third round of the $350,000 
Canadian Open golf cham¬ 
pionship. 

Watson, the Professional 
Golfers’ Association leading 
money-winner with more 
than $350,000 this year, fired 
a two-under par 69 for a 
two-day score of 135, seven 
under par. 

And the Kansas City na¬ 
tive, who missed the cut for 
the first time this year at 
the U.S. Open last weekend, 
credits his approach to his 
game with putting him at 
the top. 

"Certainly confidence is 
motivating my game, and It 
builds with success," says 
the player who Is recognized 
as the dominant figure on 
the tour today. 

"It's a day-to-day thing,” 
Watson said. “Last week 1 
didn't have it when I started 
and I just couldn’t build it up. 
So I paid the price.” 

He said he hasn't made 
any fundamental changes in 
his game since joining the 
tour in 1971. He has netted 
some $1.5 million since. 

The only weakness he sees 
in his play is an inability "to 
fade the ball." He also noted 
that for two years he "eli¬ 
minated the left side of the 
fairway,” electing to keep 
his shots to the middle and 
right, "but it (the left side) 
has crept back into my 
game." , 

Lee Trevino, a two-time 
Canadian Open titleholder. 
D. A. Weibring, who played 
in the morning before winds 
built up, and first-round 
leader Jack Newton of Aus¬ 
tralia, shared second place 
at 138. 

Weibring fired a 70, Tre¬ 
vino was even par with two 
double bogeys on his incom¬ 
ing nine (he started on No. 
10), including No. 9, his 18th. 
Newton was unable to cope 
with the winds and wound up 
at three-over par 74, 10 
strokes over his course rec¬ 
ord 64 Thursday. 

“It played very unfairly 
today," Newton lamented 
later. “I certainly didn’t 
play as well, but the condi¬ 
tions didn't allow me.” 

Only two of 23 Canadians 
entered in .the tournament 
survived the halfway cut of 
148 or better. Jim Nelford of 
Burnaby, with a 73 — two 
over par — and Gar Hamil¬ 
ton of Toronto, a 71, both 
finished at 143. 

Gary Cowan, veteran 
amateur from Kitchener, 
Ont., and top Canadian for 
the opening 18 holes Thurs¬ 
day with a 70, soared to an 81 
and finished at 151. 

Amateur Dave Mick of 
Victoria carded a creditible 
74 but with an opening 85 was 
well over the cut off figure of 
148. Touring pro Bob Beau- 
chemin, also of Victoria, was 
another victim as he slipped 
to 82 after an opening 78. 

The dicey conditions eli¬ 
minated a number of pre¬ 
tournament favorites. Mas¬ 
ters champion Fuzzy 
Zoeller, who had a 67 Thurs¬ 
day, turned in a score of 81 
— right on the cutoff score. 

But at the scoring tent, 
Zoeller neglected to enter 
the proper scores on his first 
and 15th holes and was dis¬ 
qualified. 

Pat McGowan, runner-up 
to 1978 champion Bruce 
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Lietzke, squeezed in at 148 
after a 76. Former champs 
Arnold Palmer and Gay 
Brewer weren’t so fortu¬ 
nate. Brewer (1972) had an 
85 for 157, Palmer (1955) an 
80 for 183. 

Tom Weiskopf, the 1973 
and 1975 champion, needed a 
scrambling 72 to finish at 
147. 

Earlier in the day Jerry 
Pate (1976) pulled out after 
nine holes with a recurring 
shoulder injury, joining an¬ 
other former champion, Don 
Massengale (1966) on the 
sidelines. Massengale re¬ 
tired after shooting an 81. 

Unlike Thursday when 29 
players shot par or better, 
only 13 had sub-par scores 
going into today's round. 


Winds gusting to 50 kilo¬ 
metres an hour made play 
hazardous. 

“The wind was really 
moving the bail around on 
the greens,” said Nelford. 
“There were a couple of 
times I saw it headed for the 
cup and knew it had to go 
in. But it turned at the last 
moment when the wind took 
it.” 

But he wasn’t overly dis¬ 
appointed in his play. 

“I’d like to get a couple of 
good numbers up on the 
board, like say a 65, and then 
I'd know I was in conten¬ 
tion,” Nelford said.

He made 
a huge improvement Friday with a second-round 74 
but missed the cut by 11 strokes. 

The Glen Abbey par is 71 but Mike says the course 
rating is 75. 

Mike was amazed at the huge crowds that turned 
out just to watch the practice rounds. Mick played 
practice rounds every day for three days prior to the 
start of the tournament. 

On the Wednesday he was playing with Victoria pro 
Bob Beauchemin. who shot 78-82—160. 

“We had Arnold Palmer in front of us and Lee 
Trevino behind us. There were thousands of people 
all around." said Metcalfe. “It got so bad we just had 
to get out of there." 

A highlight for Mike and Dave came when they 
drove to the course with Gary Player and got a 
chance to talk with the South African star.

If you're between the ages of 13 and 26 and haven't 
won a national golf title you have a chance to play in 
the B.C. Summer Games. 

A total of eight young golfers, four from Zone One 
(Lower Vancouver Inland) and four from Zone Six 
(Upper Vancouver Island) will be selected to play in 
the 36-hole Games test Aug. 3 and 4 in Richmond 

The first round will be played at Richmond Golf 
and Country Club and the final round is scheduled for 
Quilchena. 

The Zone One team is to be selected from players 
competing in the Victoria City Amateur and Victoria 
Junior tournaments and the Zone Six team will be 
picked from the Mid-Island Amateur and Mid-Island 
Junior tournaments. 

The City Amateur was held earlier this month and 
the 36-hole junior tournament is June 28 at Glen 
Meadows and June 29 at Royal Colwood. 

Ralph Baker, manager of the Island teams, says 
the golfers with the fowest scores won't necessarily 
qualify for the team. 

Obviously it would be an advantage to shoot the 
lowest score possible but Baker says other factors 
will be considered. 

"General performance is important. A golfer who 
normally shoots 72 or 73 but has an 83 one day won’t 
necessarily be counted out and won’t necessarily be 
counted in." says Baker.

Holmes keeps ring title 
but given surprising test 


NEW YORK (AP) - 
Larry Holmes, in serious 
trouble in the 11th round, 
knocked Mike Weaver dow n 
with 10 seconds to go in the 
round and then stopped him 
44 seconds into the 12th 
round to retain the World 
Boxing Association heavy¬ 
weight championship at 
Madison Square Garden on 
Friday night. 

The experts had called it a 
timeup for Holmes. It turned 
into the toughest fight of his 
unbeaten 31-bout career. 

With Holmes hurt from a 
hook and two right hands and 
backed into his corner with 
16 seconds to go In the 11th 
round, he suddenly flashed 
home a right uppercut that 
dropped Weaver. 

Weaver struggled up at the 
count of eight and the bell 
came to his rescue. 

Then Holmes came out 
storming in the 12th round 
and landed six or eight head 
shots as Weaver appeared on 
the point of exhaustion. 
Three more uppercuts and a 
combination of punches by 
Holmes to the head followed, 
and referee Harold Valan 
jumped in to halt the fight as 
a crowd of 14,136 voiced its 
displeasure. 

When the fight ended, ref¬ 
eree Valan had Holmes 
ahead 107-101, judge Tony 
Castellano favored the 
champion 106-102, and judge 
Harold Lederman saw it 106- 
103 for Holmes. 

The Associated Press had 
Holmes ahead 107-1,01. 

Many in the crowd had 
come out to see the 10-round 
welterweight match be¬ 
tween Roberto Duran of 
Panama and former welter¬ 
weight champ Carlos Palo¬ 
mino. Most people claimed it 
was the main event. And it 
was a sensational fight. 

Duran, 147 ‘4. who gave up 
the lightweight title because 
of trouble making the 135- 
pound limit, mixed boxing 
with pressure and punching 
power to knock down Palo¬ 
mino, 135^, in the sixth 
round and pound his way to a 
one-sided decision. 

The 28-ycar-old Panama¬ 


nian showed he is deadly 
serious about becoming wel¬ 
terweight champion. 

Referee Arthur Mercante 
and judges Tony Castellano 
and Harold Lederman each 
scored it 99-90 for Duran. 
The AP favored Duran 98- 
92. 

Palomino, 29, a Mexican- 
born U.S. citizen who lives in 
Huntington Beach, Calif., is 
a fighter who went into the 
ring with a 27-2-3 record with 


15 knockouts apd seven suc¬ 
cessful title defences before 
he lost to Wilfredo Benitez 
last Jan. 11 

In an earlier bout, a gross¬ 
ly overweight Jimmy Young 
knocked Wendell Bailey 
down once in the third round 
and slopped him at 2:37 of 
that round in their heavy¬ 
weight fight. 

The 30-year-old Young, 
weighing 235 pounds and at 
least 20 pounds overweight, 
hit Bailey with a right to the 


jaw and sent him to the can-' 
vas for a two-count with 
about 45 seconds left in the 
round. Bailey, who had been 
hurt by a combination ear 
lier in the round, staggered 
to his feet.

Name of the game? Pain! 


CALGARY (CP) — Wide 
receiver Tom Forzani lay 
crumpled in a heap on the 
artificial turf, the nail on his 
big toe torn off and the pain 
excruciating. 

"That one didn't hurt as 
much as when I broke my 
wrist in 1976," said Forzani, 
one of Calgary Stampeders’ 
top pass receivers. “They 
put a small cast on it and I 
didn't miss a game.” 

Despite the toe injury, 
Forzani was back on the 
field several plays later, 
bandaged and limping, but 
still catching passes. 

Team-mate Bob Viccars 
displayed similar comeback 
powers in 1977 when he broke 
his wrist in the season open¬ 
er only to appear in the line¬ 
up again the next game. 

Pain is a way of life in 
professional football, but a 
player’s ability to play hurt 
is something many fans and 
apparently some coaches 
don’t fully appreciate. 

"Coaches have the highest 
pain thresholds in the 
world," grumbled one play¬ 
er who preferred to remain 


anonymous. “None of our 
hurts bother them.” 

But Alex Recsky under¬ 
stands. In his six years as 
head trainer, he has seen 
virtually every injury pos¬ 
sible, including the tragic 
death of linebacker Tom 
Pate. 

"I’ll never forget seeing 
Tom Pate dying on the foot¬ 
ball field. Rick Galbos hit 
him in the chest, he went 
down and his head bounced 
off the turf three or four 
times. I went out and as soon 
as I saw a yellowish fluid 
coming out of his ear, I knew 
it was serious. Something 
like that you hope you never 
see again.” 

Head coach Jack Gotta 
secs pain as a necessary part 
of the game. 

"A good football player 
will wake up every morning 
whether it’s the first day of 
training camp or the last 
game of the year and he 
should feel sore."

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growing number of football 
injuries, especially to the 
key joints such as the hip, 
shoulder, ankle and knee. 

“Artificial turf was hailed 
as a deterrent to injuries, but 
in fact there’s more," said 
Recsky. • 

"The gripping action of 
the turf and some of these 
new shoes is too good. If a 
foot is planted, it can't move. 
Then there’s overstress and 
something has to give, 
usually it's a knee or ankle. 

The best cure for an injury 
is usually rest, but to a fringe 
player who may lose his po¬ 
sition, the problem has 
sometimes led to drugs. 

Freezing knee joints and 
handing out pep pills may 
once have been common but 
today many trainers agree 
that such measures are po¬ 
tentially more dangerous 
than helpful. 

Coach Gotta has his own 
medicine for injuries. 

“Some coaches like to give 
their players two days off 
right after a game, but I like 
to hold a practice. It gives 
me a chance to see who's 
really hurt and who's faking 
it."

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The past 12 months have 
been a bitter pill to swal¬ 
low for Willie Johnston, 
the so-called whipping 
boy of international soc¬ 
cer. 

It was just over a year ago 
that the flamboyant winger 
was tossed out of the World 
Cup competition in Argen¬ 
tina for using a stimulant. 
The Scottish international 
was suspended and sent 
home as Scotland, which had 
failed miserably on the field, 
attempted to save face. 

Johnston was barred from 
the Scottish team for life 
after a urine test proved 
positive and he admitted to 
taking a banned stimulant to 
combat a hay fever condi¬ 
tion. 

TODAY he can be found 
plying his trade on the artifi¬ 
cial surface of Empire Sta¬ 
dium, home of Vancouver 
Whitecaps of the North 
American Soccer League. 

“I’m still the same person 
as I was a year ago.” John¬ 
ston said in an interview 
this week. “I didn’t do any¬ 
thing wrong at the World Cup 
... I just made an honest 
mistake, that’s all. 

"What’s important today 
is that my wife Mid family 
are okay and they under¬ 
stand what happened. The 
whole incident was blown out 
of proportion because the 
people around me were in a 
panic." 

Johnston, now 32, has had 
to live with the taunts of rival 
players and the jeers of fans 
during the last year, first 
with West Bromwich Albion 
of the English first division 
add now with the White- 
caps. 

TONY W AITERS, an Eng 
lishman who is team man¬ 
ager of the Whitecaps, said 
that Johnston took the rap in 
Argentina for something 
which many international 
players have been getting 
away with for years. 

"There’s no question in my 
mind that Willie was a vic¬ 
tim of circumstance at the 
World Cup," Waiters said. 
"Before we signed him in 
March, we made a lot of 
inquiries in England and 
came up with the same an¬ 
swer. 

“Willie was made an ex¬ 
ample of... for the rest of the 
soccer football world to 

see.” 

Waiters said Johnston was 
added to the NASL team be¬ 
cause Vancouver was look¬ 
ing for a winger with excep¬ 
tional crossing ability and 
Johnston was the best man 
available for the position. 

“He sort of makes you 
grey before your time,” the 
coach said, “but that’s be¬ 
cause Willie’s basically an 
individual with an excep¬ 
tional amount of individual 
talent. 


“HE FRUSTRATES YOU 
at times when he tries to take 
command of a game, but 
he’s been good for our team 
— and not one bit of trou¬ 
ble. 

“I would say he gets more 
individual attention from op¬ 
posing teams than any other 
player in the league because 
of his reputation.” 

Waiters said the White- 
caps have a team rule which 
bans the use of drugs and 
various types of stimulants, 
including pills which contain 
fencamfamin, the stimulant 
which belongs to the am¬ 
phetamine group. Johnston 
took two pills which con¬ 
tained fencamfamin while in 
Argentina. 

"Anyone using drugs will 
be thrown off this team, no 
doubt about it,” Waiters 
said. “If you can't feed off 
the adrenalin of competition, 
you have no right to be in this 
game.” 

JOHNSTON REFUSES to 
be drawn into any further 
controversy surrounding his 
suspension. He intends to 
complete the three years of 
his Whiteeap contract before 
thinking about the future. 

The Glasgow native hasn't 
scored in 15 NASL games, 
although he leads the team in 
assists with 10. His show¬ 
manship on the pitch, how¬ 
ever, has captured the fancy 
of local fans. 

Johnston seems to be in a 
constant turmoil on the field, 
often involved in vocal ex¬ 
changes with the referee and 
rival players. 

“1 like to play and to win in 
style," said Johnston. “And 
I’ve gotten to the stage 
where I like to see the fans 
. enjoying themselves too. 

"I get a lot of kicks and 
pushes from other players 
and I like to kick and push 
back at times. I also like to 
yell at the referee. 

“Every once in a while you 
get a good laugh out of a 
referee. It’s all in the way 
you tell your story." 

JOHNSTON SAID NASL 
teams must practice more 
attacking soccer for the 
sport to capture the imagina¬ 
tion of North American fans. 
He said too many NASL 
teams are on the defensive, 
afraid to make a mistake. 

"New York Cosmos have 
got to attack because of their 
reputation and that’s the sort 
of thing we’re building here 
in Vancouver,” he said. “We 
try and put on a show and 
(hat's the way it should be all 
over the league.” 

Waiters and Johnston had 
a long, private talk Wednes¬ 
day as the manager ex¬ 
pressed some concern that 
Johnston wasn’t scoring 
goals.

"But the thing about Willie 
is that other teams can't ig¬ 
nore him just because he 
isn’t scoring," Waiters said. 
“He’ll get some goals soon 
and make us just that much 
better a side." 


In the meantime, Johnston 
is content to forget about the 
past and concentrate on the 
NASL and his new hobby — 
golf. 

"Now that's a game for an 
individual like myself."

Union leaders moving 
to curb wildcat strikes 


VANCOUVER (UPC) — Union 
leaders,, moved Friday to curb 
escalating wildcat strikes by mili¬ 
tant members complaining about 
slow progress in contract talks 
between the industry and the In¬ 
ternational Woodworkers of 
America. 

A union spokesman said some 4,000 
IWA members who have shut down 
about a dozen forestry plants on Van¬ 
couver Island were joined Friday by 
"several hundred" tradesmen em¬ 
ployed at four mills in the British 
Columbia interior. 

The latest walkouts by skilled tra¬ 
desmen in the Haney, B.C. local were 
described as “study sessions" to sup¬ 
port demands for “special consider¬ 
ation” in the contract, a spokesman 
said. 

Mills in Pitt Meadows, Hammond, 


Boston Bar and Haney continued to 
operate without the skilled workers, 
the spoktisfhah'said.- J -r—- 


More than a dozen mills served by 
the Duncan local on Vancouver Island 
remain shut down by wildcat strike 
action but a local union spokesman 
said the mood among workers toward 
the more militant members was get¬ 
ting “testy.” 

"It’s getting a bit testy over here,” 
he said. "The majority of people want 
to go back to work, and they're getting 
mad at the few that have set up the 
picket lines and are keeping them 
out." * 

Local union leaders have called 
membership meetings to try to stop 
the strike action from "getting out of 
hand.” he said. 

The IWA members were reported to 
be frustrated at the “slow pace" of 


negotiations between union and indus¬ 
try negotiators at a Vancouver hotel. 

A general strike by the tb.odb-mem- - 
ber IWA, something which has not 
occurred since 1959, would paralyse 
British Columbia's forest industry, 
which generates over 50 cents of every 
dollar earned in the province. 

IWA regional president Jack Munro 
said negotiations have been 
"strained” by the wildcat strikes, it 
has not affected bargaining. 

“The employers don’t like negotiat¬ 
ing when their plants are shut down, 
but I’m still optimistic we can get a 
contract before June 30,” Munro 
said. 

The employers have offered the 
woodworkers an extra 60-cents-an- 
hour in the first year of a two-year 
contract and a six per cent raise in 
the second. The union sought an in¬ 
crease of $1.50 an hour in a one-year 
pact. 


Extent 
of spill 
probed 

LAVINGTON (CP) — The 
pollution control board and 
officials of Consumers Glass 
Co. were trying to determine 
the extent of contamination 
following a chemical spill 
Friday at the company’s 
plant. 

Environment Minister 
Rafe Mair declared a pollu¬ 
tion emergency in the area 
after a substance believed to 
be polychlorinated biphenyl 
was detected in soil and 
water samples near the 
plant in this Okanagan com¬ 
munity. 

Bill Casteline, regional 
board manager, said water 
samples taken from nearby 
Cold Stream Creek were 
negative and it is unlikely 
the chemical reached Kala- 
malka Lake, a major recre¬ 
ation site. 

Casteline said the board 
was working with company 
personnel to determine the 
extent of ground contamina¬ 
tion. The source of the spill 
had yet to be determined, he 
said. 

Dr. M. R. Smart, North 
Okanagan health officer, 
said initial indications were 
that drinking water supplies 
were not affected by the 
spill.

Roast reindeer ik turning 
up on the dinner tables of 
some western Canadians. 

In Victoria it has been avail¬ 
able at the Woodwards 
store for the last two 
years, a meat department 
spokesman said Friday. 

He said it had been sold at 
certain times of the year 
and had proven quite popu¬ 
lar. 

The spokesman added that 
it was not available in the 
store now but a shipment 
could arrive any day. 

The meat, which sells for 
one-half to two-thirds the 
price of beef, is attracting 
the attention of homemak¬ 
ers looking for variety and 
economy. 

“It seems to sell fairly well 
although people ask us a 
lot of questions about it,” 
said David Pearson, head 
of the meat section at a 
Calgary supermarket. 
"We’ve cooked it up around 
here and it tastes a bit 
stronger than beef and 
drier although it doesn’t 
have as strong a wild- 
. game taste as deer 
meat." 

Woodward Stores Ltd. in 
Calgary and B.C. has been 
buying limited quantities 
of the meat once or twice a 
year when Eskimo ranch- 
ers in Tuktoyaktuk, 
N.W.T., thin their reindeer 
herds. 

The meat is butchered, 
packed frozen in the far 
north community and 
shipped south. 

Pearson says the meat is 
low in fat, so he suggests 
marinating it or adding a 
little moisture or fat while 
cooking. 

The most attractive feature 
seems to be price. 

A pound of medium-ground 
. ..reindeer .burger^coxts. 
$1.19, while the equiva¬ 
lent of ground beef is a 
dollar more. Sirloin, T- 
bone, club and rib steaks 
from reindeer sell for 
$2.69, while most beef 
equivalents hover around 
the $4 mark. Round steak 
and rump roasts of rein¬ 
deer sell for $2.19, com¬ 
pared with $3.29 for beef. 
Bob Jessiman, head Alberta 
meat buyer for Wood¬ 
ward's, said the store can’t 
seriously consider it as an 
alternative to beef be¬ 
cause it can’t be assured of 
a regular supply. 

The store first bought the 
meat three years ago when 
the government of the 
Northwest Territories was 
trying to find a market for 
it. 

“When we first got it, we 
stocked it mainly as an ex¬ 
otic item because it was 
quite a bit more expensive 
than beef,” Jessiman said 
in a telephone interview 
from Edmonton. 

But the price has remained 
stable while beef prices 
have risen. 


ALERT BAY (CP) — An 
inquiry into health services 
in this island village com¬ 
pleted its work Friday at St. 
George’s Hospital, but will 
not make any recommenda¬ 
tions until after a meeting 
Monday in Vancouver. 

Dr. Charles Ballam, in¬ 
quiry head, said the seven- 
member committee will 
meet to consider specific 
recommendations to be 
made to Health Minister Ro¬ 
bert McClelland and to de¬ 
cide what further action 
should be taken. 

The inquiry began Wed¬ 
nesday behind closed doors 
in a small committee room 


at the hospital. The 1,000 na¬ 
tive Indians in the village on 
Cormorant Island off the 
northeast tip of Vancouver 
Island boycotted the pro¬ 
ceedings, saying a full public 
inquiry with a judge as 
chairman is needed to make 
concerns known. 

Vancouver coroner Glen 
McDonald, who presided 
over the recent inquest into 
the death of an 11-year-old 
Indian girl at the hospital, 
has also criticized the in¬ 
quiry’s format. 

He said his interpretation 
of the jury’s recommenda¬ 
tion at the inquest was that a 
hearing under the Public In¬ 



quiries Act with a judge as 
chairman should be held. 

However, Ballam said the 
recommendations called 
only for a simple inquiry, not 
a full scale one to be con¬ 
ducted under the act.

weeks. 

The accused persons face charges of unlawful im¬ 
portation. possession for the purpose of trafficking and 
conspiracy to import marijuana. 

The 23, five of whom give UJS. addresses, one from 
Costa Rica, with the rest from Colombia, were remanded in 
custody until June 29 for a bail hearing. Although the bail 
hearing in the past has been remanded, Sweeney said 
outside the courtroom that he expects it to take place in the 
future. 

The accused men appeared in the prisoner’s dock 
in five groups and were addressed through an inter¬ 
preter. 

THE FOLLOWING pleaded guilty to drinking related 
offences: Kevin Marshall. 22, of 2500 Wark, fined $400; 
Stephen Blythe. 21. of 918 Devonshire, fined $100 plus six 
months' probation with impaired driver's course and 50 
hours community service. 

A 27-YEAR-OLD city man who gave a downtown hotel 
as an address was sent off to jail for seven days all be¬ 
cause he didn't pay a $5.65 restaurant bill. 

The court was told that Patrick Clarke had not eaten 
for more than a day and thought he had $20 in his 
pocket when he went into a Douglas .Street restaurant

Girl , 10, identifies man in lobby 


A 10-year-old girl iden¬ 
tified Tommy Ross Jr., 
20, of Los Angeles in Su¬ 
preme Court in Victoria 
Friday as the man who 
went into the lobby of a 
Queens Avenue apart¬ 
ment building at about 
1 p.m. on May 14, 1978. 

But when Deanna Boylan 
was being cross-examined, 
she said she was "pretty 
sure" it was Ross but then" 
agreed with her preliminary 
hearing testimony that she 
was not sure. 

Another girl, Lisa De 
Laronde. 12, who was with 
Deanna, said she was not 
sure when asked if anyone in 
the courtroom looked like 
the man she saw. 

The girls were testifying in 
the fifth day of the trial of. 
Ross, accused of first-de¬ 
gree murder in the death of 
Janice Forbes, 26, in her 
Queens Avenue apartment. 
The trial will continue Mon¬ 
day. 

Deanna said she and Lisa 
went to visit a friend in the 
Queens Avenue apartment 
block and when they got 
there a man was standing 
with the intercom telephone 
in his hand. The children 
stood there for a few minutes 
and Kelly Forbes, daughter 
of Janice, came to the door 
carrying a laundry baske- 
t and everyone went in. 

She said the man went into 
the lobby and the children 
went upstairs. 

She said the man had short 
curly hair, a hat with a peak 
on it striped in grey and 
brown, a dark brown long 
coat reaching his knees, big 
lips and nose, dark eyes and 
he was black. 

Lisa said she saw the man 


wave at a car and hold the 
intercom phone but she 
didn't think he pushed any of 
the buttons. He asked Dean¬ 
na if she wanted to use the 
phone and handed it to Dean¬ 
na who phoned her sister. 
Kelly Forbes appeared at 
the door and pushed it 
open. 

She said the man also 
came in and stood by the 
mail boxes while the chil¬ 
dren walked upstairs. 

She described him as a 
black man with a long black 
or brown jacket reaching a 
bit past his knees, big shoul¬ 
ders, nostrils and lips, blood¬ 
shot eyes and pockmarks on 
his face. She didn't remem¬ 
ber any facial scars. 

Lisa said the man held the 
door open for the children. 

She was shown a state-. 


ment she gave police May 18, 
1978, in which there Is no 
reference to him standing by 
the mail boxes inside the 
building and a statement 
(hat "when I last saw the 
man he was still outside the 
door holding it open/' 

She denied in court that 
anyone had suggested to her 
something about mail boxes 
and added “I remember him 
by the mail boxes." 

Mary Robson, who lived 
two suites away from 
Forbes, said she got up at 11 
a m. May 14, 1978 and saw 
Forbes’ two children and an¬ 
other person riding bicycles 
in the parking lot. 

About 2 p.m., Kelly Forbes 
buzzed her on the intercom 
and she let the children in. 
They came to her suite and 
used the bathroom. 


They played with her son 
in the suite for a while and 
then all went odt and came 
back and forth a couple of 
times. 

One time, Kelly tried 
phoning her mother but 
there was no answer. Kelly 
went to the door to her suite 
about 3 p.m. and banged on it 
but there was no answer. 


Sometime after 4 p.m. 
Robson started her wash and 
found Forbes’ clothes sitting 
in the drier which had 
stopped. 

Ray Howarth, an elevator 
repairman, said he arrived 
at the apartment building 
at 12:20 p m. or 12:25 p.m., 
paged Forbes’ suite and 


went there and got a key 
from her to unlock the eleva¬ 
tor machine room so he 
could fix the elevator which 
had broken down. 

He said he fixed the eleva¬ 
tor by 12:40 or 12:45 p.m. and 
returned the key to Forbes 
in her suite and left. 

Howarth said he didn’t see 
any black men.

Prospectors fly for claims 


TERRACE(CP) — About 
60 mineral hunters, ranging 
from independent prospec¬ 
tors. 4o geologists from 
major mining companies, 
congregated at the airport 
here Friday to pick up new 
government maps indicating 
promising locations of 13 
minerals in the area. 

A few of the group left 
immediately for favorable 
areas to stake claims but 
most were either delayed by 
poor flying weather or were 
taking more time to study 
the maps. 

The maps indicated that 
the minerals with the best 
potential in the northwestern 
area of B.C. were molybde¬ 
num. tungsten and gold. One 
of the best areas for molyb¬ 
denum. a metal alloyed with 
steel which npw commands a 
good price, was near Alice 
Arm north of Prince Rupert 
where one new mine is to 
open. 

With interest in the area 
high, every available heli¬ 
copter in northern B.C. had 
been chartered for use Fri¬ 
day. Some companies had 
been setting up temporary 


offices in Terrace and rent 
ing radio equipment. 

Mines ministry officials 
said most of the map area is 
open for claim staking and 
many prospectors were 
showing interest. 

“I normally sell about 100 
mining tags a year," a Ter¬ 
race spokesman said. “A 
guy came in here yesterday 
and bought 100.” 

The spokesman said the 
maps indicated only that 
mineralization was present 
in the area but warned that 
the "whole thing could turn 
6ut to be a fizzle." 

"If there is anything obvi¬ 
ous there, the mining com¬ 
panies will go after it right 
away,” he added. 

“But if the bulk of the 
areas are study areas, then 
the hope is that the com¬ 
panies will start a real pro-

ploration, capital. This 
would be good for the indus¬ 
try."

In the Yukon, mining ex¬ 
ploration is expected to total 
$19.1 million this year.

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‘Scotch-drinking’ Argon 
—robot with a gimmick

NEWPORT BEACH, 
Calif. — The crowd was 
whooping it up at the Vic¬ 
toria Station restaurant 
when the stranger pushed 
open the doors and barreled 
in. 

"It sure is cold outside," 
the stranger said. "I need a 
scotch." 

The crowd at the bar at 
first looked amazed. Then 
the^laughed and moved 
forward to inspect the dude, 
whose head glowed faintly, 
and whose chest contained a 
color television screen. 

"MY NAME is Argon," 
the stranger told the crowd 
that surrounded him. 

From there on, it was just 
another work experience for 
Argon, the robot, but it ap¬ 
parently was a lot of fun for 
the crowd at the restau¬ 
rant. 

They played the TV games 
on the robot's chest screen, 
they shook his metallic 
hands, and they occasionally 
touched or tapped his plastic 
body and bubble-shaped 
head. 

Argon's promotional visit 
to the restaurant recently 
was illustrative of a new 
business that has sprung up 
in Southern California: The 
merchandising of robots as 
entertainment gimmicks for 
promotions, trade shows and 
fairs. 

ACCORDING to the two 
men who launched the busi¬ 
ness a year ago, the use of 
robots for entertainment is 
the first phase of an antici¬ 
pated technological spurt in 
the embryonic robot indus¬ 
try. 

"1 think the real break¬ 
throughs will come in the 
next five years, and these 
breakthroughs will probably 
result from people working 
on robots as a hobby," said 
Gene Beley of Arcadia, 
Calif. "Hobbyists will have 
time to experiment. And I 
think a market is building 
where robots can be devel¬ 
oped for sale to hobbyists for 
about $8,000 to $10,000 
each.” 

ARGON, THE first robot 
built by Beley and his part¬ 
ner, Ray Raymond of New¬ 
port Beach, cost about $50,- 
000. They said their recently 
completed second model 
cost about $10,000. Beley said 
this shows the cost of robots 
can be reduced through pro¬ 
duction experience. 

Beley and Raymond be¬ 
came friends and business 
partners because of a mu¬ 
tual interest in robots. "I 
read an article Gene wrote 
fora computer journal, and I 
called him,” Raymond 
said. 

BELEY, 39, is a former 
newspaperman, and he said 
his interest in advanced 
technology, including 
robots, was spurred several 
years ago when he covered a 
speech by science fiction au- 


mah.

Beley 
said his interest in technol¬ 
ogy later led him to the 
emerging field of electronic 
games, and he subsequently 
formed his own firm, An¬ 
droid Amusement Corp., in 
Arcadia. 

RAYMOND, 31, said he 
has always had an interest in 
building, designing and in¬ 
venting things. He owns a 
firm in Newport Beach that 
builds and designs specia¬ 
lized equipment for restau¬ 
rants. "I had some computer 
programming courses while 
I was at Cal Poly in Pomona, 
but the most important thing 
I learned in college was how 
to do research," Raymond 
said, in explaining how he 
evolved into a designer of 
robots. 

The two men say they 
complement each other. 
Beley, who has a master’s 
degree in journalism from 
the University of California, 
Los Angeles, says he handies 
sales and public relations for 


the robot. Raymond, who 
majored in technical sub¬ 
jects in college, is in charge 
of design and construction of 
the robots. 

RAYMOND intensely 
studied the robots used in the 
movie Star Wars, but he 
said he was mainly interest¬ 
ed in analyzing their psycho¬ 
logical impact. Argon, the 
robot Raymond ultimately 
designed, does not look like 


either R2D2 or C3PO, the 
famed robots of Star Wars. 

Moreover, Argon does not 
yet have all the abilities of 
the science fiction robots. 

Argon has a computer in¬ 
side his plastic body, and he 
moves swiftly and noiseless¬ 
ly on specially built wheels. 
Beley said Argon is quickly 
accepted by crowds, and he 
said people of all ages enjoy 
talking to the robot.

r-Sweet briber 
primes child 
for reading 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — If reading a book could 
be as much fun as eating a chocolate chip cookie, 
wouldn't kids rush to get their hands in the book 
shelves? 

Yes, says Dennis Martin, a librarian who feels he 
has proven the point. 

Martin is convinced that the success of his Super 
Reader program, in which kids were awarded sweet 
treats for reading library books, showed that a read 
ing “crisis” can be resolved if the right technique is 
used — bribery. 

"I think children should be paid for learning how 
to read," Martin says. “My message Is that if you set 
up a learning environment that is appealing to the 
children . . .you're going to get them to. perform " 

IN MARTIN’S CASE, the tools of bribery were 
half-pound bags of chocolate chip cookies, payment 
for the reading of four library books and the submit¬ 
ting of questionnaires about them. 

It sounds simple. But that philosophy of offering 
youngsters outside rewards to do things they are sup¬ 
posed to want to do for the joy of learning is among 
the most controversial Issues In education today. 

“It’s a lively topic," says Dr. John McNeil, head 
of reading specialists in the UCLA school of educa¬ 
tion. 

“Generally, extrinsic rewards are not regarded 
very positively as compared with building reading 
programs where kids read for their own benefit. In 
the long run, I suspect you won't be creating com¬ 
mitted readers.” 

But Delwyn Schubert, reading clinic director at 
California State University, Los Angeles, and author 
of Improving the Reading Program, is much less 
critical. 

"I DO FEEL EXTRINSIC rewards have their 
place," he says. “You can liken many youngsters 
who are poor readers to old pumps. They have to be 
primed a bit. 

"In Mr. Martin's case, the cookie is like the 
primer. Then once the youngster gets reading, 
maybe he will read for his own sake and the 
reward will be intrinsic." 

For the three months that the program was in 
operation, circulation of children's books at the Holly 
Park library in suburban Hawthorne increased near 
ly 86 per cent. More than 500 children earned bags of 
cookies. 

Martin admits that he doesn't know if the level of 
reading continued after the program was ended late 
last summer, but says that is a study he would 
welcome.

positive thinking have long 
been known to doctors as 
"the placebo effect." How¬ 
ever, researchers say the po¬ 
tency and consistency of this 
effect are much greater than 
they expected. 

They say that giving fake 
medicine on purpose is un¬ 
ethical, but doctors should 
remember the advantages of 
putting their patients in the 
right frame of mind. 

"After all,” wrote Dr. 
Herbert Benson, “unlike 
most other forms of therapy, 
the placebo effect has with¬ 
stood the test of time and 
continues to be safe and in¬ 
expensive." 

The study, directed by 
Benson at Beth Israel Hospi¬ 
tal here, was reported In the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine. 


The researchers reviewed 
the early results obtained by 
doctors who tested a variety 
of treatments for angina, the 
chest pain caused by too lit¬ 
tle blood reaching the 
heart. 


All of these treatments — 
three kinds of medicine and 
two operations — have since 
been proven medically 
worthless for angina. But the 
doctors’ early results were 
uniformly promising. 


In all, the Beth Israel doc¬ 
tors looked at the results of 
13 studies on 1,187 patients. 
They found that an average 
of 82 per cent of the people 
improved after taking the 
good-for-nothing treatment. 

Not only did the patients 
feel better, but they also 
could stand more exercise, 
get by with less nitroglycerin

on electrocardiograms. 

The researchers conclude 
that it was the doctors’ en¬ 
thusiasm, not the medicine, 
that encouraged the patients 
to feel less pain. 

Even though medicines 
now on the market have been 
proven effective by them¬ 
selves in easing chest pain, 
the placebo effect can im¬ 
prove their power, Benson 
said. 

“We’ve come to a place in 
medicine where we’ve devel¬ 
oped such faith in science 
that we feel that the medi¬ 
cines do it on their own," 
Benson said in an interview. 
“That’s not completely true. 
We can aid any potent medi¬ 
cation by paying attention to 
the basics of a doctor-patient 
relationship. It enhances any 
therapy and in some cases 


even makes the therapy." 

In their study, the re¬ 
searchers reviewed the out¬ 
come of early studies with 


three once-promising angina 
medicines — methyl .xanth¬ 
ines, khellin and vitamin E. 
They also looked at doctors’ 


experience with operations 
that either blocked or divert¬ 
ed an artery that feeds the 
mammary glands.

Ontario TV report points to start-up woes 

N-reactor: 45 faults 




TORONTO (CP) — CITY- 
TV says an Ontario Hydro 
document shows 45 malfunc¬ 
tions occurred in the safety 
system at the Pickering A 
nuclear generating station 
between 1971 and 1975. 

The television station said 
the document, titled Loss of 
Regulation Report, was filed 
in the Ontario legislature li¬ 
brary Friday but has been 
placed in a restricted cate¬ 
gory and may not be avail¬ 
able to the public. 

The document is one of 
many to be considered next 
month by the legislature’s 
committee on Hydro af¬ 
fairs. 

The television station says 
the report lists 45 flaws, in¬ 
cluding a failure in the com¬ 
puter system that caused an 
uncontrolled power surge; 
errors by operators and 
other personnel; and control- 
centre equipment failures. 

Each of the failures could 
have resulted in irreparable 
damage to the reactor, the 


Inuit MP 
fined 
for drug 

OTTAWA (CP) - Peter 
Ittinuar, the first Inuit elect¬ 
ed to the House of Commons, 
has been fined $200 after 
pleading guilty to possession 
of one gram of cocaine. 

Ittinuar, New Democratic 
\1P for the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories riding of Nunatsiaq, 
pleaded guilty to the charge 
Monday in provincial court 
and was fined Thursday. He 
paid his fine immediately. 

RCMP drug squad officers 
arrested him June 8 after 
finding the drug in his pos¬ 
session as he and another 
man sat in a car behind a city 
restaurant. The other man 
was not charged. 

A court official said the 
amount was so small — he 
estimated a street value of 
between $120 and $125 — that 
there was no question of It¬ 
tinuar being charged with 
trafficking. 

Joseph Mangot, Commons 
law clerk and parliamentary 
counsel, said Friday the con¬ 
viction would not affect II- 
tinuar's parliamentary sta¬ 
tus. 

Commons Clerk Alistair 
Fraser said a motion would 
have to be put before the 
Commons and accepted for 
Ittinuar to be unseated. 

Ittinuar won the seat May 
22 by beating Liberal candi¬ 
date Tagak Curley by 77 
votes in the federal elec¬ 
tion. 

Before steping into poli¬ 
tics, the Rankin Inlet, 
N.W.T., native was for sev¬ 
eral years executive-direc¬ 
tor of Inuit Tapirisat — the 
organization that speaks for 
northern native people — 
and taught at the University 
of Ottawa. He also had been 
a translator in Yellowknife, 
N.W.T. 

He has lived in Ottawa for 
some years.

(AP) — When they asked for 
a pizza to go, Sheriff Loran 
Wilkie didn't realize exactly 
what his prisoners meant.

WINNIPEG (CP) — 
Joe Borowski, a former 
New Democratic Party 
cabinet minister, was 
sentenced Friday to 3% 
months in jail for con¬ 
tempt of court, then 
taken away in hand¬ 
cuffs. 

Borowski, chairman of 
the Alliance Against 
Abortion, was sentenced 
in federal court for not 
disclosing his financial 
assets for income tax 
purposes. 

Before passing sen¬ 
tence, Mr. Justice G. A. 
Addy said Borowski is 
determined to make a 
martyr of himself. 

The federal govern¬ 
ment has a judgment 
against Borowski for$21,- 
639 in back taxes which 
he has refused to pay as a 
protest against abotion 
iaws. ' 

In court, Mr. Justice 
Addy repeatedly asked 
Borowski to stick to the 
charges but Borowski 
continued to read from 
transcripts of his 
speeches, extracts from 
medical journals, texts 
from American court 
cases and news stories. 

When he began to quote 
passages from Nazi war 
crime trials, Mr. Justice 
Addy cut him off. 

“All you are trying to 
do is create a public 
furore by openly defying 
a court order," the judge 
said. 

“You seem to be bound 
to disobey a court order 
and make a martyr of 
yourself." 


Sun-power home 
an experiment 
—and a bargain 

PITTSBURGH (AP) — For a small price, Creighton 
Green got a bargain on a new solar-heated home. 

The U.S. government, interested in demonstrating solar 
energy, paid almost half the $82,500 price tag. Green and his 
wife, interested in a new house, are paying the balance. 

In return, they will have to allow the structure to be 
monitored for the next two years. “It is going to serve as 
a small urban-research lab,” said Stephen George, execu¬ 
tive director of the city’s Urban Redevelopment Authority. 

The authority provided $40,000 in federal funds for 
construction. Technical assistance came from Camegie- 
Mellon University’s Advanced Building Studies program, 
whose graduate students began designing the house's solar 
system almost two years ago. 

The students and their professor, Volker Hartkopf, 
will use computers to monitor the structure's hourly en¬ 
ergy flow while Green and his wife, Addie, are living 
there. 

Green expressed interest in the three-storey corner 
house in the city's Oakland section about two months 
ago, although he didn’t know then that it was solar-heated 
Within two weeks, he was chosen from a list of poten¬ 
tial buyers, and agreed to buy the seven-room house 
for $42,500. 

“I’m an engineer by nature, so I can understand the 
profits derived by having a solar home,” said Green, a 
30-year-old salesman for WIIC-TV in Pittsburgh. 

The solar equipment’s cost, estimated at up to $15,- 
000, eventually will be offset by savings in heating costs, 
Hartkopf said. But the payoff will not come for at least 
10 years based on current rates, he said. 

Hartkopf, who heads the school's building program, 
said the structure — supplemented with a conventional 
electric heat back-up system — integrates active heating, 
or direct input of energy, with passive heating, design 
features like windows which should help cut energy 
needs.

As man, father and teach¬ 
er, the Comox-Powell River 
MP is quiet, but in politics he 
becomes a different person. 

Although his family was 
closely associated with the 
policies and beliefs of the old 
CCF party, the NDP mem¬ 
ber of Parliament was not 
tuned into politics until 
adulthood. 

It was during his working 
period At fjangy_Correction- 
al Institute, that SkeTly 
began to see the dismal 
working conditions and of¬ 
fenders brought in as young 
as nine years of age' 

At that time working his 
way through university, 
Skelly did consider social 
work as a career and has 
extensive courses to his 
credit in psychology, physi¬ 
ology as well as in science.

Mission bars clinic after ‘hellhole’ report

The village of Zeballos on Vancouver Is¬ 
land's west coast is without a medical clin¬ 
ic. 

The mission-group owners of a small 
three-room house rented by the village noti¬ 
fied village clerk Peggy Kirk Friday the 
building would no longer be rented for use as a 
clinic because of adverse publicity.

The announcement came in the wake of 
statements by a husband-wife doctor team 
that they would rather treat patients on the 


beach than in the "hellhole" facility that 
served as a clinic. 

Mrs. Kirk said the owner—Nootka Mission 
Association, a religious group with head¬ 
quarters at Espcrai.za—said it was terminat¬ 
ing use of the building for the clinic. 

"They realized some time ago it was inade¬ 
quate for a clinic,” she said, "but they 
continued renting it to us at $10 for each time it 
was used by the doctors." 

She said the clinic scheduled for Monday 


had been cancelled because there is no 
other building available. 

"It's tough luck for anyone who might get 
sick over the next few days," she said. 

The clerk said council decided at an emer¬ 
gency meeting Friday to try to arrange home 
visits only by the Tahsis physician who 
travels to Zeballos once a week. 

"But that has to be set up in advance," she 
said. "It means the village having to foot the 
bill for chartering a taxi to transport the 
doctor to patients’ homes, and does not take 
into account those who are taken ill sudden¬ 
ly." 


To complicate matters, regular doctors 
Deborah Brown and Arthur Harpur left on 
vacation Friday and Mrs. Kirk was unable to 
contact their replacement. 

"There was nothing to do but cancel Mon¬ 
day’s clinic and pray no one gets really 
ill," she said. 

A public health nurse from Port Hardy also 
visits the community once a month. 

In addition to being used for the clinic, the 
house serves as a bunkhouse for transient tree 
planters. 

It has been described as unhygenic and 
dingy with poor plumbing, no storage space, 


no room to store patients’ files and very little 
space for essential medical equipment. 

Meanwhile, provincial Health Minister Ro 
bert McClelland said in Victoria Friday he 
was not aware of the conditions brought to 
light by the Colonist. 

"If the doctors have any complaints they 
should have let me know." he said. 

Colin Gabelmann (NDP-North Island) said 
in an interview he was astounded at the 
minister’s remarks. 

He produced a copy of a letter sent to 
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Mr. Howard regrets. . . 


Frank Howard (NDP—Skeena), in 
a letter to Lieutenant-Governor Henry 
Bell-Irving, said he was “greatly 
pained" that he would not be able to 
accept and invitation to attend the 
Government House garden party hon¬ 
oring the United Nations’ Year of the 
Child July 11. 

"There are many neurologically 


handicapped children in this province 
who are being placed at a disadvan 
tage by action of your government." 
Howard said in the letter. 

He wrote that because funding for 
the assistance of children is below the 
per-child grants of two years ago, "I 
feel, therefore, that I must not attend 
your garden party."

KUALA LUMPUR — The 
Malaysian navy has sta¬ 
tioned an oil tanker off the 
eastern coast to repair and 
resupply boats carrying 
Vietnamese refugees so that 
they can be towed back out to 
sea. informed sources said 
Friday. 

Meanwhile, a group of 
about 500 refugees camping 
on a sandy beach on the 
eastern coast vowed they 
would rather die than be 
pushed back to sea by Ma¬ 
laysian authorities. 

"The Malaysians have told 
us we will have to go but we 
will not go back to sea,” one 
of the refugees on the beach 
near Kuantan, south of 
Kuala Lumpur, said. “It 
means death if we do, we 
would rather stay and be 
killed." 

Quan Bon Hoa, an ethnic 
Chinese acting as a spokes¬ 
man for the group, told an 
interviewer: “We appeal to 
the world, particularly the 
United States, to help us. 

"We have suffered under 
the Communists in Vietnam. 
We are suffering hardship 
now. We need help." 

Quan. 25, speaking fluent 
English, said he had spent 
two years in prison under the 


Communists in Ho Chi Minh 
City (formerly Saigon), 
w here he had worked for an 
American civil aviation 
company before the U.S. 
withdrawal from southern 
Vietnam in 1975. 

The group had arrived at 
the beach four weeks ago, 
Quan said, adding that their 
vessel had been taken by 
Malaysian authorities. 

The refugees are confined 
to a 100-metre area in the 
shadow of a beachside lux¬ 
ury hotel. The area is sur¬ 
rounded by barbed wire and 
patroled by Malaysian sol¬ 
diers armed with subma- 
chineguns.

OTTAWA (CP) — With 
Arab and business pressure 
growing. Prime Minister 
Clark is expected make an¬ 
other statement today on the 
government’s controversial 
plan to move the Canadian 
embassy in Israel to Jerusa¬ 
lem from Tel Aviv. 

An aide to Clark said the 
prime minister's office will 
likely issue a statement 
clarifying the Conservative 
government’s position late 
today after meetings with 
Arab and Israeli ambassa¬ 
dors. 

Meanwhile, businessmen 
urged Clark Friday to pull 
back from the Jerusalem de¬ 
cision. And Arab ambassa¬ 
dors and Israeli Ambassador 
Mordechai Shalev outlined 
their positions to Liberal 
leader Pierre Trudeau. 

The Arabs have bitterly 
condemned the embassy 
move — they consider Is¬ 
raeli control over Jerusalem 
illegal. They have threat¬ 
ened retaliation if Canada 
goes ahead with the move 
and this has alarmed busi¬ 
nessmen who fear loss of 
important contracts. 

John Bulman, president of 
the Canadian Manufac¬ 
turers Association, said he 
recommended to Clark that 
“the move not proceed.” 

He said the Jerusalem 
issue was raised by Clark 
during discussions with a 
dozen top businessmen about 
the coming Tokyo economic 
summit. There was some 
emotion as several business¬ 
men spoke about the Jerusa¬ 
lem issue and how it might 
affect them, Bulman said. 

When asked whether he 
expressed concern about the 
Jerusalem plan, Bell Can¬ 
ada president A.J. de 
Grandpre snapped: “Ob¬ 
viously." 

But de Grandpre, con¬ 
cerned about Bell's $1.1-bil¬ 
lion contract with Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, pushed past reporters, 
refusing to'say any more.

Car plunge in brush 


trapped her 4 days 


EVERETT, Wash. (AP) — For 
nearly four days, 69-year-old Aileen 
Nash sat in her car and contemplated 
her future. 

The woman was trapped Sunday 
night when her car went over an em¬ 
bankment and disappeared in heavy 
brush on a hillside. 

Sounding chipper during a tele¬ 
phone conversation Thursday from 
her hospital bed, Mrs. Nash said she 
thought she would die and remain 
undiscovered until a hunter found her 
skeleton. 

“I’m flat on my back and I’ve got a 
good gash on my head and a bone 
broken in my hand and my ribs but, 
you know, I’ve been buried alive for 
four days,” she said. 

"I just figured I was buried alive 
and that I'd die from starvation. I 
don’t think I’d have carried on much 
longer. I was saying my prayers most 
of the time. I kept calling, ’Help me! 
Help me!’ every day and there was no 
answer." 

A construction flagman heard faint 
cries as he walked along U.S. Highway 
2 near Snohomish, where Mrs. Nash 
lives, Thursday morning. 


He clambered down the embank¬ 
ment and found Mrs. Nash in the car, 
which was covered with heavy brush.. 
He.scrambled back up to the highway 
and notified authorities. 

The ordeal began Sunday morning 
when the car Mrs. Nash was driving 
went out of control..A bottle of per¬ 
fume had rolled from beneath the 
seat and blocked the brake peddle. 
When Mrs. Nash hit the brakes, noth¬ 
ing happened. 

The car swerved over an embank 
ment, fell about 50 feet and smashed 
into a tree, wedging Mrs. Nash be¬ 
tween the front and back seats. She 
could not open a door because they 
operate off the car's electrical system, 
which was in shambles. 

“For God sake,” she advised, 
“don't buy an automatic car where 
everything runs when the motor runs. 
When the motor's out, you’re out of 
luck.” 

She said she had nothing to eat 
while trapped in the car. A window, 
open a crack, provided fresh air. 

Authorities said she was not missed 
by her family because she was expect¬ 
ed to be away for several days.

Auxiliaries stage 


partial withdrawal 


PORT ALBERNI — Aux¬ 
iliary RCMP here began a 
partial withdrawal of ser¬ 
vices Friday to protest a uni¬ 
form change that goes into 
effect July 31. 

The 30 officers said blue 
hatbands and arm flashes 
proposed for the uniforms 
would call attention to the 
fact that they are part-time 
police and are not armed nor 
properly trained. At present 
the auxiliaries wear regular 
RCMP uniforms. 

Percy Chisholm, a spokes¬ 
man for the Port Albemi 
auxiliaries, said the officers 
will stay off the job until the 
problem is resolved but 
added that they would re¬ 
spond in emergencies. 

He said the auxiliaries 
would be asking for support 
from other officers in the 
province to have the uniform 
change order rescinded. 

Chisholm added in an in¬ 
terview with the Colonist 
that his group has sent tele¬ 
grams to Alberni MLA Bob 
Skelly and to Nanaimo-AI- 
bemi MP Ted Miller, as well 
as to the Victoria headquar¬ 
ters of the RCMP. 

They want the return to the 
regular uniforms of the 
RCMP, the group's mem¬ 
bers said in the telegram. 

Chisholm said he has not 
been in touch with any other 
auxiliaries across the Island 
but he understood that 
•'many are upset over the 
change.” 

By partial withdrawal, 
Chisholm explained, the 
group means that it’s with¬ 
drawing its services except 
in emergency cases. 

Insp. Bill Dellebuur, com¬ 
manding officer of the Port 
Alberni detachment, said 
Friday that he had a meeting 


with the auxiliary force 
Wednesday night but was 
unable to reach any sort 
of a compromise. 

He pointed out that since 
the change is province-wide 
and effective July 31, it could 
not be reconciled on a local 
basis. 

As far as the police service 
in the city is concerned, he 
added, the regular patrols 
will continue without inter¬ 
ruption and in some cases 


will consist of one man in¬ 
stead of two. 

He sees no problem in 
maintaining the regular po¬ 
lice service. 

Later a spokesman for the 
District 2 headquarters of E 
Division in Victoria, which 
includes all of the Island and 
the Interior portion of the 
„ province, said the headquar¬ 
ters is well aware of the 
“very unfortunate issue” 
and is looking into it.

Fish union supported

PORT ALBERNI — City 
his 


council this week gave at 
least partial support to the 
United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union in its effort to 
preserve the jobs of fish-pro¬ 
cessing plant workers in the 
province. 

Frank Cox, a Vancouver 
Island organizer for the 
union, appeared before 
council to ask that it endorse 
the union's objective of "re¬ 
versing the trend of export¬ 
ing the processing of fish 
caught in Canadian 
waters." 

The union's concern was 
twofold, he told the meet¬ 
ing. 

First there was the change 
in regulations, accomplished 
during the negotiations of 
the 200-mile fishing limit, 
which was now allowing for 
unlimited export of unpro¬ 
cessed frozen fish, notably 
herring and salmon, which 
was drastically reducing the 
number of jobs and hours 
of work in West Coast fish 
-processing plants. 

The fish resources caught 
in Canadian waters belong to 
Canadians, he said, and 
should provide the maxi¬ 
mum in Canadian jobs and 
income. 

Secondly, the union wished 
an investigation of the 
ownership of fish-processing 
facilities both at sea and 
ashore, since it was becom¬ 
ing convinced that foreign 
ownership was behind much 
of the activity which was 
removing the processing of 
fish from Canadian work- 


Cox replied that the union 
wanted no new plants built 
until the full capacity of the 
existing plants on the West 
Coast was utilized. 

Aid. Bea Wilson wanted to 
know, in light of statements 
Cox had made regarding op¬ 
erations in Prince Rupert, if 
the union wanted to reverse 
the trend of freezing fish and 
return to canning opera¬ 
tions. 

The union couldn't stand in 
the way of any real progress 
in fish marketing, Cox said, 
but wanted to look at the 
current operations of all 
fish-processing plants to es¬ 
tablish if in fact the increase 
in foreign ownership was not 
in the long term introducing 
procedures which were not 


ers. 

On these terms, he told 
council, the unioiw*>«ssend¬ 
ing a delegation to the pro¬ 
vincial government marine 
resources branch, and later 
to the federal fisheries de¬ 
partment, asking for: 

•An immediate halt to the 
licensing of new process¬ 
ing facilities.

Bylaw provides 
for liveaboards

DUNCAN — Some concessions to 
environmentalists and liveaboards are 
evident in the latest revisions to North 
Cowichan’s zoning bylaw. 

Major changes are an entirely new 
zone for the controversial municipal 
portion of Cowichan Bay, removal of 
the proposed commercial general zon¬ 
ing for the Somenos Flats, and the 
removal of a clause in the bylaw 
exluding liveaboards from marinas. 

Counil is now proposing a "limited 
industrial" zone for the Doman Indus¬ 
tries sawmill site and the proposed 
Island Shake and Shingle Ltd. mill. 

Pro-industry forces had previously 
convinced council to zone the property 
heavy industry but environmental 
groups wanted the land retained as 
agricultural. 

Permitted uses in the “limited in¬ 
dustrial" zone are sawmills, veneer 
plants, plywood mills, planer mills, 
dry kilns, pellet plants, particle board 
plants and a broad category of lumber 
manufacturing. 

Pulp and paper mills are excluded 
from the “limited industrial” zone. 

Aid. Graham Bruce told the Colonist 
that "permitted uses in Cowichan Bay 
would still depend upon whatever 
recommendations were forthcoming 
from ELUC and the estuary report. 

Although ELUC cabinet ministers 
met Wednesday, according to an en¬ 
vironment ministry source, the es¬ 
tuary task force report was not discus¬ 
sed. 

Environment Minister Rate Mair 
had previously told the Colonist, im¬ 
mediately following the provincial 
election, that the first priority for 
discussion by ELUC would be the Cowi¬ 
chan estuary. 

The “limited industrial" zoning is 
also covered by a development permit, 
which gives council jurisdiction over 
dimensions of buildings, parking, land¬ 
scaping, preservation of natural water 
courses and exterior finishing. 

The remainder of the municipality in 
the Cowichan Bay area remains an 


agricultural-residential blend of five- 
acre and two-acre minimums. 

Another major change is in the con¬ 
troversial Somenos Flats, an area 
alongside the Trans-Canada Highway, 
which becomes flooded every year. 

Council has removed the proposed 
commercial general zoning in favor of 
two-acre minimum rural restricted. 

The two lone parcels of commercial 
land, Duncan Boatland and the small 
industrial park on the Trans- Canada 
Highway including Neilson's RV 
Centre and Saunders Motors, will re¬ 
main commercial: 

Bruce said the commercial zoning 
was removed from this area after a 
great deal of public opposition and 
recommendations from highways and 
environment ministries. 

North Cowichan’s liveaboards have 
been granted a new lease on life with 
the revised bylaw as a clause excluding 
them from marinas has been re¬ 
moved. 

Council is expected to meet with a 
delegation of liveaboard owners in fu¬ 
ture months to discuss their special 
needs. 

Other notable changes to thd' bylaw 
include a clause that will allow bee¬ 
keepers to practise their hobby in agri¬ 
cultural rural (five-acre minimum), 
rural restricted (two-acre minimum) 
and rural residential zones (18,000 
square-foot minimum.) 

Council, however, included a safe¬ 
guard clause allowing the keeping of 
animals, pets or bees “only if no pub¬ 
lic nuisance whatsoever is created." 

Under the new zoning, all duplex 
units must be on a minimum lot of 9,600 
square feet instead of the previous 
7,200-square-fpot minimum. 

The two-acre A-2 zone has been ex¬ 
tended on the west side of Somenos 
Road, taking into account the avail¬ 
ability of water and the large number 
of existing smaller lots. 

Further public hearings are planned 
for Monday at the south end Fire Hall, 
Tuesday at the Chemainus Fire Hall 
and Wednesday at Municipal Hall. All 
meetings start at 8 p.m.

Chiko agreed that the 
use of Dry Creek should be 
strictly temporary, “to 
study the demand, the prob¬ 
lems of running such a facil¬ 
ity and so forth.” 


Aid. Inwards said his com¬ 
mittee would attempt to re¬ 
turn a recommendation 
“within a week" so that the 
park could be used this sum¬ 
mer.

OAKVILLE, Ont. (CP) — 
Tom Watson, playing with 
confidence that comes with 
success, battled Glen 
Abbey’s lush layout and 
treacherous winds to carry a 
three-shot lead into today's 
third round of the $350,000 
Canadian Open golf cham¬ 
pionship. 

Watson, the Professional 
Golfers' Association leading 
money-winner with more 
than $350,000 this year, fired 
a two-under par 69 for a 
two-day score of 135, seven 
under par. 

And the Kansas City na¬ 
tive, who missed the cut for 
the first time this year at 
the U.S. Open last weekend, 
credits his approach to his 
game with putting him at 
the top. 

“Certainly confidence is 
motivating my game, and it 
builds with success," says 
the player who is recognized 
as the dominant figure on 
the tour today. 

“It’s a day-to-day thing,” 
Watson said. “Last week I 
didn’t have it when I started 
and I just couldn’t build it up. 
So I paid the price." 

He said he hasn’t made 
any fundamental changes in 
his game since joining the 
tour in 1971. He has netted 
some $1.5 million since. 

The only weakness he sees 
in his play is an inability "to 
fade the ball." He also doted 
that for two years he "eli¬ 
minated the left side of the 
fairway,” electing to keep 
his shots to the middle and 
right, “but it (the left side)". 
has crept back Into my 
game." 

Lee Trevino, a two-time 
Canadian Open titleholder, 
D. A. Weibring, who played 
in the morning before winds 
built up. and first-round 
leader Jack Newton of Aus¬ 
tralia, shared second place 
at 138. 

Weibring fired a 70, Tre¬ 
vino was even par with two 
double bogeys on his incom¬ 
ing nine (he started on No. 
10), Including No. 9, his 18th. 
Newton was unable to cope 
with the winds and wound up 
at three-over par 74, 10 
strokes over his course rec¬ 
ord 64 Thursday. 

"It played very unfairly 
today,” Newton lamented 
later. "I certainly didn’t 
play as well, but the condi¬ 
tions didn’t allow me.” 

Only two of 23 Canadians 
entered in the tournament 
survived the halfway cut of 
148 or better. Jim Nelford of 
Burnaby, with a 73 — two 
over par — and Gar Hamil¬ 
ton of Toronto, a 71, both 
finished at 143. 

Gary Cowan, veteran 
amateur from Kitchener, 
Ont., and top Canadian for 
the opening 18 holes Thurs¬ 
day with a 70, soared to an 81 
and finished at 151. 

Amateur Dave Mick of 
Victoria carded a creditible 
74 but with an opening 85 was 
well over the cut off figure of 
148. Touring pro Bob Beau- 
chemin, also of Victoria, was 
another victim as he slipped 
to 82 after an opening 78. 

The dicey conditions eli¬ 
minated a number of pre- 
tournament favorites. Mas¬ 
ters champion Fuzzy 
Zoeller, who had a 67 Thurs¬ 
day, turned in a score of 81 
— right on the cutoff score. 

But at the scoring tent, 
Zoeller neglected to enter 
the proper scores on his first 
and 15th holes and was dis¬ 
qualified. 

Pat McGowan, runner-up 
to 1978 champion Bruce 
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Lietzke, squeezed in at 148 
after a 76. Former champs 
Arnold Palmer and Gay 
Brewer weren’t so fortu¬ 
nate. Brewer (1972) had an 
85 for 157, Palmer (1955) an 
80 for 183. 

Tom Weiskopf, the 1973 
and 1975 champion, needed a 
scrambling 72 to finish at 
147. 

Earlier in the day Jerry 
Pate (1976) pulled out after 
nine holes with a recurring 
shoulder injury, joining an¬ 
other former champion, Don 
Massengale (1966) on the 
sidelines. Massengale re¬ 
tired after shooting an 81. 

Unlike Thursday when 29 
players shot par or better, 
only 13 had sub-par scores 
going into today’s round. 


Winds gusting to 50 kilo¬ 
metres an hour made play 
hazardous. 

“The wind was really 
moving the ball around on 
the greens," said Nelford.

Mike Metcalfe and Dave Mick nibbed shoulders 
with some of the biggest names in the history of pro 
golf this week. - 

Mick, a member of the Canadian World Cup team 
last year, was invited to play in the Canadian Open 
by the Royal Canadian Golf Association and Met¬ 
calfe, his caddy for 10 years, wasn’t about to miss the 
once-in-a-llfetime opportunity. 

I talked to Mike by phone the day before the start 
of the Open at Glen Abbey Golf Course in Oakville. 

He had just finished caddying 18 holes for Mick and 
was good naturedly moaning about the oppressive 
heat and humidity and the hilly nature of the 
course. 

He said it was the toughest course he had ever seen 
and said that Mick had said he would be happy to hit 
80 in the opening round. As it turned out, Mirk one of 
the best amateur golfers in Canada shot 83. He made 
a huge improvement Friday with a second-round 71 
but missed the. cut by 11 strokes. 

The Glen Abbey par is 71 but Mike says the course 
rating is 73. 

Mike was amazed at the huge crowds that turned 
out just to watch the practice rounds. Mick played 
practice rounds every day for three days prior to the 
start of the tournament. 

On the Wednesday he was playing with Victoria pro 
Bob Beauchemin, who shot 78-82—160. 

"We had Arnold Palmer in front of us and Lee 
Trevino behind us. There were thousands of people 
all around," said Metcalfe. “It got so bad we just had 
to get out of there." 

A highlight for Mike and Dave came when they 
drove to the course with Gary Player and got a 
chance to talk with the South African star.

If you're between the ages of 13 and 26 and haven’t 
won a national golf title you have a chance to play in 
the fi.C. Summer Games. 

A total of eight young golfers, four from Zone One 
(Lower Vancouver Island) and four from Zone Six 
(Upper Vancouver Island) will be selected to play in 
the 36-hole Gamepjest Aug. 3 and 4 in Richmond. 

The first round will be played at Richmond Golf 
and Country Club and the final round is scheduled for 
(juilchena. 

The Zone One team is to be selected from players 
competing in the Victoria City Amateur and Victoria 
Junior tournaments and the Zone Six team will be 
picked from the Mid-Island Amateur and Mid-island 
Junior tournaments. 

The City Amateur was held earlier this month and 
(he 36-hole junior tournament is June 28 at Glen 
Meadows and June 29 at Royal Colwood. 

Ralph Baker, manager of the Island teams, says 
the golfers with the lowest scores won’t necessarily 
qualify for the team. 

Obviously it would be an advantage to shoot the 
lowest score possible but Baker says other factors 
will be considered. 

"General performance is important. A golfer who 
normally shoots 72 or 73 but has an 83 one day won’t 
necessarily be counted out and won’t necessarily be 
counted in." says Baker. 

This year the rules were changed to open the event 
to a much larger and higher calibre field. In the 
previous Summer Games, any golfer who had parti¬ 


cipated in a national event was ruled ineligible. This 
year only national event winners are ruled out. 

The only Canadian champion in the 13-26 age group 
on the Island is Jim Rutledge, national junior cham¬ 
pion in 1977 and now a pro, which makes everyone in 
the right age group eligible.

Holmes keeps ring title 
but given surprising test 


NEW YORK (AP) — 
Larry Holmes, in serious 
trouble in the 11th round, 
knocked Mike Weaver down 
with 10 seconds to go In the 
round and then stopped him 
44 seconds into the 12th 
round to retain the World 
Boxing Association heavy¬ 
weight championship at 
Madison Square Garden on 
Friday night. 

The experts had called it a 
tuneup for Holmes. It turned 
into the toughest fight of his 
unbeaten 31-bout career. 

With Holmes hurt from a 
hook and two right hands and 
backed into his corner with 
10 seconds to go in the 11 th 
round, he suddenly flashed 
home a right uppercut that 
dropped Weaver. 

Weaver struggled up at the 
count of eight and the bell 
came to his rescue. 

Then Holmes came out 
storming in the 12th round 
and landed six or eight head 
shots as Weaver appeared on 
the point of exhaustion. 
Three more uppercuts and a 
combination of punches by 
Holmes to the head followed, 
and referee Harold Valan 
jumped in to halt the fight as 
a crowd of 14,136 voiced its 
displeasure. 

When the fight ended, ref¬ 
eree Valan had Holmes 
ahead 107-101, judge Tony 
Castellano favored the 
champion 106-102, and judge 
Harold Lederman saw it 106- 
103 for Holmes. 

The Associated Press had 
Holmes ahead 107-101. 

Many in the crowd had 
come out to see the 10-round 
welterweight match be¬ 
tween Roberto Duran of 
Panama and former welter¬ 
weight champ Carlos Palo¬ 
mino. Most people claimed it 
was the main event. And it 
was a sensational fight. 

Duran, 14714, who gave up 
the lightweight title because 
of trouble making the 135- 
pound limit, mixed boxing 
with pressure and punching 
power to knock down Palo¬ 
mino, 135%, in the sixth 
round and pound his way to a 
one-sided decision. 

The 28-year-old Panama¬ 


nian showed he is deadly 
serious about becoming wel¬ 
terweight champion. 

Referee Arthur Mercante 
and judges Tony Castellano 
and Harold Lederman each 
scored it 99-90 for Duran. 
The AP favored Duran 98- 
92. 

Palomino, 29, a Mexican- 
born U.S. citizen who lives in 
Huntington Beach, Calif., is 
a fighter who went into the 
ring with a 27-2-3 record with 


15 knockouts and seven suc¬ 
cessful title defences before 
he lost to Wilfredo Benitez 
last Jan. 14. 

In an earlier bout, a gross¬ 
ly overweight Jimmy Young 
knocked Wendell Bailey 
down once in the third round 
and stopped him at 2:37 of 
that round in their heavy¬ 
weight fight. 

The 30-year-old Young, 
weighing 235 pounds and at 
least 20 pounds overweight, 
hit Bailey with a right to the 


jaw and sent him to the can 
vas for a two-count with 
about 45 seconds left in the 
round. Bailey, who had been 
hurt by a combination ear¬ 
lier in the round, staggered 
to his feet. 

Bailey, 25, weighed 203 4. 

Young's record now stands 
at 23-8-2 with eight knock¬ 
outs, while Bailey. 25, of Bal¬ 
timore suffered only his sec¬ 
ond defeat in 15 professional 
fight.

headed into the summer of 
’79 with 365 of its 1,000 mem¬ 
bers unemployed. 

That comes to an unem¬ 
ployment rate of 36.6 per 
cent, which the union says 
would be bad enough in it¬ 
self. But actually, it’s worse. 
Only 800 of the members are 
on the “active" list. The? 
others have retired. 

The real unemployment 
rate then jumps to more than 
45.5 per cent. 

"We seems to be in a real 
rut and we don’t seem to be 
able to get out of it." says 
John Schibli, who is presi¬ 
dent of the local and secre¬ 
tary-treasurer of the Van¬ 
couver Island Building 
Trades Council, 

The carpenters may be 
among (he hardest hit, but 
the picture is bleak for con¬ 
struction unions on the 
whole, particularly those on 
Vancouver Island. 

June figures compiled by 
the building trades council 
show the overall unemploy¬ 
ment on the Island for tra¬ 
desmen to be running be¬ 
tween 30 and 35 per cent. 

The severity of the prob¬ 
lem is obviously felt most by 
those who have been out of 
work long enough to have 
run out of unemployment in¬ 
surance benefits. Some have 
been jobless between one 
and two years. 

And this, apparently, is no 
longer a rarity. The carpen¬ 
ters’ dispatch board alone 
has 50 cards bearing green 
marks. The color denotes a 
member who is no longer 
drawing unemployment 
benefits 

The Construction and Gen¬ 
eral Laborers Union isn’t 
much better off. If It has less 
men beyond the reach of un¬ 
employment benefits, it is 
only because it has a smaller 
membership. But 165 of the 
550 listed members are cur- 
rently out of work—30 per 
cent if you take in the entire 
membership. But again the 
figure goes up if only active 

i- 


members are counted—re¬ 
portedly to about 40 per 
cent. 

The operating engineers 
also report 45 per cent un¬ 
employment. 

While Schibli admits the 
"rut” seems inescapable, he 
and the others haven’t given 
up the search for jobs. They 
believe the provincial gov¬ 
ernment could provide at 
least pari of the solution by 
allowing work to start on 
numerous projects that have 
already been approved, but 
not acted upon 

The unionists drew some 
encouragement from a 
meeting this week with 
Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams. The minister told 
them he was determined to 
see what he could do about 
getting work underway on 
some of the building pro¬ 
jects. 

These would include just 
jobs as the Helmcken Road 
Hospital, the Victoria con¬ 
vention centre and expan¬ 
sion of Royal Jubilee Hospi¬ 
tal. 

According to Schibli, there 
is about $100 million in con¬ 
struction projects appoved 
in the Victoria area and ear¬ 
marked for future work. 

But for some time now, (he 
whole construction picture 
has been bad. Unemploy¬ 
ment, as a result, is worse at 
this time of year than it has 
ever been. 

The carpenters’ records 
date back to 1955. Until this 
year came along with its 365 
unemployed, the local's 
worst summer was 1960 
when 125 cards remained on 
the dispatch board. 

Schibli and other construc¬ 
tion union officials say there

The village of Zeballos on Vancouver Is¬ 
land's west coast is without a medical clin¬ 
ic. 

The missionaaroup owners of a small 
three-room huujrrented by the village noti¬ 
fied village clerk Peggy Kirk Friday the 
building would no longer be rented for use as a 
clinic because of adverse publicity. 

The announcement came in the wake of 
statements by a husband-wife doctor team 
that they would rather treat patients on the

beach than in the “hellhole" facility that 
served as a clinic. 

Mrs. Kirk said the owner—Nootka Mission 
Association, a religious group with head¬ 
quarters at Esperanza—said it was terminat¬ 
ing use of the building for the clinic. 

"They realized some time ago it was inade¬ 
quate for a clinic,” she said, “but they 
continued renting it to us at $10 for each time it 
was used by the doctors." 

She said the clinic scheduled for Monday 


had been cancelled tajeause there is no 
other building available. 

"It’s tough luek for anyone who might get 
sick over the next few days,” she said. ? 

The clerk said cquncil decided at an emer¬ 
gency meeting Friday to try to arrange home 
visits only by the Tahsis physician who 
travels to Zeballos once a week. 

"But that has to be set up in advance,” she 
said. “It means the village having to foot the 
bill for chartering a taxi to transport the 
doctor to patients’ homes, and does not take 
into account those who are taken ill sudden¬ 
ly" 


To complicate matters, regular doctors 
Deborah Brown and Arthur Harpur left on 
vacation Friday and Mrs. Kirk was unable to 
contact their replacement. 

"There was nothing to do but cancel Mon¬ 
day's clinic and pray no one gets really 
ill," she said. 

A public health nurse from Port Hardy also 
visits the community once a month. 

In addition to being used for the clinic, the 
house serves as a bunkhouse for transient tree 
planters. 

It has been described as unhygenic and 
dingy with poor plumbing, no storage space, 


no room to store patients’ files and very little 
space for essential medical equipment. 

Meanwhile, provincial Health Minister Ro 
bert McClelland said in Victoria Friday he 
was not aware of the conditions brought to 
light by the Colonist. 

"If the doctors have any complaints they 
should have let me know.” he said. 

Colin Gabelmann (NDP-North Island) said 
in an interview he was astounded at the 
minister’s remarks.

Refugees vow to die 
on shore, not at sea

KUALA LUMPUR — The 
Malaysian navy has sta¬ 
tioned an oil tanker off the 
eastern coast to repair and 
resupply boats carrying 
Vietnamese refugees so that 
they can be towed back out to 
sea, informed sources said 
Friday. 

Meanwhile, a group of 
about 500 refugees camping 
on a sandy beach on the 
eastern coast vowed they 
would rather die than be 
pushed back to sea by Ma¬ 
laysian authorities. 

“The Malaysians have told 
us we will have to go but we 
will not go back to sea," one 
of the refugees on the beach 
near Kuantan, south of 
Kuala Lumpur, said. "It 
means death if we do, we 
would rather stay and be 
killed.” 

Quan Bon Hoa, an ethnic 
Chinese acting as a spokes¬ 
man fur the group, told an 
interviewer: “We appeal to 
the world, particularly the 
United States, to help us. 

"We have suffered under 
the Communists in Vietnam. 
We are suffering hardship 
now. We need help.” 

Quan. 25, speaking fluent 
English, said he had spent 
two years in prison under the 


Communists in Ho Chi Minh 
City (formerly Saigon), 
where he had worked for an 
American civil aviation 
company before the U.S. 
withdrawal from southern 
Vietnam in 1975. 

The group had arrived at 
the beach four weeks ago, 
Quan said, adding that their 
vessel had been taken by 
Malaysian authorities. 

The refugees are confined 
to a 100-metre area in the 
shadow of a beachside lux¬ 
ury hotel. The area is sur¬ 
rounded by barbed wire and 
patroled by Malaysian sol¬ 
diers armed with subma- 
chineguns. 


In a refugee camp on 
Pulau Island, Malaysian 
health officials were investi¬ 
gating whether bubonic 
plague had broken out 
among the 9,400 refugees 
there. 

Doctors said no cases had 
been confirmed but that 
blood samples from 20 refu¬ 
gees were taken Friday. 

The navy’s action is the 
latest effort to enforce a new 
policy of refusing to allow 
more of the so-called “boat 
people” to join about 6-1,000 
refugees already in Malay¬ 
sian camps awaiting resett¬ 
lement abroad. 
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London flights disrupted 


LONDON (Reuter) — Thousands of 
passengers at London's Heathrow and Gat- 
wick airports were delayed of stranded 
Friday because of a 24-hour strike by air 
traffic controllers and weather forecast¬ 
ers. 

(An Air Canada spokesman in Victoria 
said the strike caused cancellation of one 
of Friday’s two flights out of Heathrow to 
Vancouver, and some delays in aircraft 
from Vancouver landing there. Flights to 
London would continue as scheduled, he 
said.) 


Half of the scheduled 750 arrivals and 
departures at Heathrow were disrupted. 

At Gatwick, which carries the bulk of 
vacation traffic, flights were delayed by 
about one hour. 

The stoppage was called by the Institute 
of Professional Civil Servants in sup¬ 
port of a pay increase of between 20 and 47 
per cent. 

The strike was scheduled to end at mid¬ 
night and airport authorities expected the 
situation to return to norma) by this eve¬ 
ning. 


OTTAWA (CP) — With 
Arab and business pressure 
growing. Prime Minister 
Clark is expected make an¬ 
other statement today on the 
government's controversial 
plan to piove the Canadian 
embassy in Israel to Jerusa¬ 
lem from Tel Aviv. 

An aide to Clark said the 
prime minister’s office will 
likely issue a statement 
clarifying the Conservative 
government’s position late 
today after meetings with 
Arab and Israeli ambassa¬ 
dors. 

Meanwhile, businessmen 
urged Clark Friday to pull 
back from the Jerusalem de¬ 
cision. And Arab ambassa¬ 
dors and Israeli Ambassador 
Mordechai Shalev outlined 
their positions to Liberal 
leader Pierre Trudeau. 

The Arabs have bitterly 
condemned the embassy 
move — they consider Is¬ 
raeli control over Jerusalem 
illegal. They have threat¬ 
ened retaliation if Canada 
goes ahead with the move 
and this has alarmed busi¬ 
nessmen who fear loss of 
important contracts. 

John Bulman, president of 
the Canadian Manufac¬ 
turers Association, said he 
recommended to Clark that 
"the move not proceed.” 

He said the Jerusalem 
issue was raised by Clark 
during discussions with a 
dozen top businessmen about 
the coming Tokyo economic 
summit. There was some 
emotion as several business¬ 
men spoke about the Jerusa¬ 
lem issue and how it might 
affect them, Bulman said. 

When asked whether he 
expressed concern about the 
Jerusalem plan, Bell Can¬ 
ada president A.J. de 
Grandpre snapped: "Ob¬ 
viously." 

But de Grandpre, con¬ 
cerned about Bell’s $1.1-bil¬ 
lion contract with Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, pushed past reporters, 
refusing to say any more. 

K.D. Southern, ATCO 
president, said the business¬ 
men told Clark they would 
lose a number of contracts if 
the government proceeded 
with the embassy shift. 

"We can’t ignore the 
(Arab countries), they have 
the bucks,” said John Bul¬ 
loch, president pf the Cana¬ 
dian Federation of Indepen¬ 
dent Business. 

Earlier, Egyptian Ambas¬ 
sador Hassan Fahmy and 


representatives of nine Arab 
League states met Trudeau 
to state their views. Trudeau 
opposed the Conservative 
plan during the May 22 elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

After the meeting, Fahmy 
said he hopes the govern¬ 
ment will “review its posi¬ 
tion toward Jerusalem.” 


Moving the embassy to 
Jerusalem would not help 
peace but "harden more the 
hardliners of Israel,” he 
said. 

Shalev was invited to meet 
with Trudeau after the Arab 
ambassadors approached 
the opposition leader to talk 
about Jerusalem. 


KUWAIT (Reuter) - A 
Kuwaiti newspaper said Fri¬ 
day it is boycotting Canadian 
firms and urged Kuwaiti 
companies to do the same in 
protest against Canada's 
plan to transfer its embassy 
from Tel Aviv to the disputed 
city of Jerusalem. 

The newspaper. Al Hai Al 
Aam, said it has cancelled a 
contract for paper and other 
printing materials from 
Canada. 

Sources said the deal was 
worth 100,000 Kuwaiti dinars 
(about $300,000). The news¬ 
paper is owned by a major 
Kuwaiti publishing firm. 


Car plunge in brush 
trapped her 4 days 


EVERETT, Wash. (AP) - For 
nearly four days, 69-year-old Aileen 
Nash sat in her car and contemplated 
her future. 

The woman was trapped Sunday 
night when her car went over an em¬ 
bankment and disappeared in heavy 
brush on a hillside. 

Sounding chipper during a tele¬ 
phone conversation Thursday from 
her hospital bed, Mrs. Nash said she 
thought she would die and remain 
undiscovered until a hunter found her 
skeleton. 

"I’m flat on my back and I've got a 
good gash on my head and a bone 
broken in my hand and my ribs but, 
you know, I’ve been buried alive for 
four days," she said. 

"I just figured I was buried alive 
and that I’d die from starvation. I 
don’t think I'd have carried on much 
longer. I was saying my prayers most 
of the time. I kept calling, ‘Help me! 
Help me!’ every day and there was no 
answer ” 

A construction flagman heard faint 
cries as he walked along U.S. Highway 
2 near Snohomish, where Mrs. Nash 
lives, Thursday morning. 


He clambered down the embank¬ 
ment and found Mrs. Nash in the car. 
which was covered with heavy brush. 
He scrambled back up to the highw ay 
and notified authorities. 

The ordeal began Sunday morning 
when the car Mrs. Nash was driving 
went out of control. A bottle of per 
fume had rolled from beneath the 
seat and blocked the brake peddle. 
When Mrs. Nash hit the brakes, noth¬ 
ing happened. 

The car swerved over an embank 
ment, fell about 50 feet and smashed 
into a tree, wedging Mrs. Nash be¬ 
tween the front and back seats. She 
could not open a door because they 
operate off the car's electrical system, 
which was in shambles. 

"For God’s sake,” she advised, 
"don’t buy an automatic car where 
everything runs when the motor runs. 
When the motor’s out, you’re out of 
luck." 

She said she had nothing to eat 
while trapped in the car. A window, 
open a crack, provided fresh air. 

Authorities said she was not missed 
by her family because she was expect¬ 
ed to (je away for several days.

tables dwindle. 

Most truckers in the Atlan¬ 
tic provinces and a number 
in Western Canada are re¬ 
fusing to gross the border 
into the U.S. because of the

strike, which already has led 
to a death in Alabama and 
numerous injuries in the last 
several weeks. 


However, on the west 
coast, although some B.C. 
truckers are reluctant to go 
to California for fear of ha¬ 
rassment. there has been 


no real shortage of fruit and 
vegetable supplies. 

Walter Der, of Capital 
Frcightways, said he hadn’t 
heard of any actual physical 
intimidation of B.C. truck¬ 
ers, but added some were 
"not too keen” on going 
south. 

“One guy in Vancouver 


has a 450-gallon tank which 
can get him there and back, 
but he’s kind of scared,” Der 
said. 

He added that most Van¬ 
couver Island supplies are 
coming in from Vancouver, 
where they have begun ar¬ 
riving in bulk by rail. 

A spokesman at Wood¬ 
ward’s food floor confirmed 
that so far there has been ho 
shortage of imported pro 


duce and no increases in 
prices. • 

Importers in the East say 
Canadians could be paying 
between 10 and 20 per cent 
more for fruit and vege¬ 
tables during the next few 
weeks as low stocks force 
them to pay more to truckers 
who will work. 

They say, however, that

As Nicaraguan govern¬ 
ment planes blasted rebel 
positions Friday, a new front 
opened in the crisis of the 
Western Hemisphere., 

Cuba, through the official 
newspaper Granma, fumed 
at the hint from Washington 
that American troops would 
be used to intervene in the 
civil war. 

Nicaragua government T- 
33 jets Friday pounded guer¬ 
rilla-held neighborhoods of 
Managua ae President Anas- 
tasio Somoza balked at a 
U.S. call to resign. 

The Anti-Somoza rebels 
rejected the Washington 
peace plan. 

White House press secre¬ 
tary Jody Powell refused to 
rule out the possibility of 
sending U.S. troops to this 
Central American country. 

U.S. State Secretary Cyrus 
Vance, in offering an Ameri¬ 
can peace formula Thursday 
to a meeting of the Organiza- 


tion of American States, 
called for Somoza’s resigna¬ 
tion and his replacement by 
a “national reconciliation" 
government. 

Vance also called for a 
cease^re, cessation of arms 
shipments to both sides, the 
sending of an OAS delegation 
to Managua and establish¬ 
ment of an OAS peacekeep¬ 
ing presence in Nicaragua. 

Somoza was asked by a 
reporter in a telephone inter¬ 
view what his answer to 
Vance would be. 

“I gave my answer to 
Vance a long time ago," said 
the Nicaraguan president, 
who has vowed to stay in 
office until the end of his 
current term in 1981. 

In Havana. Cuba launched 
a blistering attack Friday on 
Carter administration pro¬ 
posals for a peacekeeping 
force and government of na¬ 
tional reconciliation. 

A front-page editorial in 
Granma said Washington is 
seeking to send its military 


forces to the rebellion-torn 
Central American country to 
establish a government ac¬ 
ceptable to U.S. interests. 

Granma said U.S. inter¬ 
vention in Nicaragua would 
create another Vietnam in 
the heart of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Jody Powell spoke while 
foreign ministers of the OAS 
debated just how far the 27- 
country hemispheric body 
should go to force Somoza to 
step down in the interests of 
peace. 

A majority of the dele¬ 
gates seemed to be support¬ 
ing language which would 
call for Somoza’s ouster but 
which would preclude any 
significant OAS role in Nica¬ 
ragua’s internal affairs. 

Other Carter administra¬ 
tion officials said there is no 
consideration of U.S. forces 
being sent to Nicaragua uni¬ 
laterally in the event the 
OAS does not support 
Vance’s peacekeeping pro¬ 
posal.

Steve's an intellectual cop

Bachelor Landesberg lives 
with Diana Canova, Judy's 
daughter, in a three-bed- 
room home in Encino, a posh 
section of the San Fernando 
Valley. 

Diana, who costars in 
Soap, and Steve often drive 
to work together in the 
mornings inasmuch as their 
shows are taped side by side 
at the old Hollywood Colum¬ 
bia Studios. 

Landesberg, a native New 
Yorker who would rather 
live in Manhattan than Cali¬ 
fornia, says he and Diana 
"probably will get married 
some day. 

^ “I have a lot of trouble 
saying the word 'marriage.' 
It's tough to get out. But 
Diana has no trouble pro¬ 
nouncing the word at all.'' 

Landesberg purchased the 
“modern country” hillside 
home last fall. Together the 
couple, with the help of a 
decorator, furnished the 
dwelling with antiques. They 
are especially fond of an 
enormous brass bed and a 
pair of 19th century walnut 
dressers in their bedroom. 

“Our work schedules are 
compatible and so are we,"

Landesberg said. "Even 
when we don’t go to work 
together. Diana gets in early 
for makeup and wardrobe. 
We usually go out for lunch 
every day.” 

Landesberg has a difficult 
time finding the kitchen at 
home.

cook Who improvises a great 
deal and excels in Mexican 
dishes. 

To combat the danger of 
eating himself out of his 
wardrobe, Landesberg jogs 
a mile a day and swims laps 
in his pool while Diana at¬ 
tends the garden. 


Landesberg works a four- 
day week. His schedule gen¬ 
erally requires him to be at 
the studio at 10 a m. Monday 
through Wednesday. On 
Thursday he reports at noon 
and works until the small 
hours of Friday morning 
during taping sessions. 

He has converted one of 
his bedrooms into an office 
where he spends Fridays and 
the weekends writing movie 
scripts. 

' “I travel to San Francisco 
a lot when I'm in need of a 
city fix," says Landesberg. 
“I’m really a city boy and 
Los Angeles isn't a city. I fly 
to New York a half-dozen 
times a year and would love 
to keep an apartment there. 

“When I’m back east, I go 
down to Greenwich Village 
and hang out with the detec¬ 
tives at the local station. 
Cops love our show every¬ 
where. And it’s good for me 
because I see how they be¬ 
have and what they talk 
about. I can use that kind of 
stuff for playing Dietrich. 

Landesberg, who started 
on Barney Miller playing 
a corvyhan pretending to be a 
priest, joined the show as a 
regular two years ago. He 
and Ron Carey, another 
member of the cast, are 
close friends. 

"But my closest friend is 
Diana," Landesberg con¬ 
cluded. "That girl really 
knows how to talk about 
marriage."

The Caribou hunt 


In the barren area of the Labrador Peninsula, vast 
herds of Caribou roam from the Torngat Mountains to 
t'ngava Bay. The once-depleted herds are estimated to 
number around 200,000 today, but tracking them down is not 
easy for the Naskapi Indians who depend on the Caribou for 
food, clothing, tools and weapons 

CBC-TV s This Land followed the Caribou hunt by 
the Naskapi and in a film sub-titled People of the Bar 
rengrounds (to be telecast Monday. June 25 at 10:30 
p.m.) shows how traditional hunting skills are being 
passed on to new generations of these hardy people who 
have now moved to settlements at Davis Inlet. 

Even though the Naskapi of today live in houses they 
still go out on arduous expeditions, lasting several days, 
in search of the Caribou, for they are a proud and self 
sufficient people and the Caribou supplies ail their needs — 
nothing is wasted. 

There is a spiritual bond between these hunters and 
their prey, and after the kill they celebrate with a feast 
and traditional songs and dances even though now the 
setting for such feasts is a high school arena. 

Philip Rich, a Naskapi hunter shown in this program 
taking his 14-year-old son on a hunting trip, explains “The 
reason I’m teaching my son is so he is able to follow the

Along with the language 
barrier, the hapless Brown 
finds that be is arbitrAt to 
his pupils’ religious and ra¬ 
cial conflicts.

The documentary uses both 
rare historical footage and 
present-day conversations 
with people who were direct¬ 
ly involved in the Cold War 


hysteria th^t threw not only 
the entertainment industry, 
but the entire nation, into one 
of the darkest periods of de¬ 
mocracy. 

It was during these years 
that one scare bill after an¬ 
other ricocheted through 
Congress and into law, from 
the Smith Act (providing for 
the prosecution of Commu¬ 
nist citizens) to the McCar- 
ran Act (reouiring registra¬ 
tion of just about anyone and 
anything left of centre). The 
House Committee forged 
ahead, investigating every 
area where intellectual ac¬ 
tivity could subvert a nar¬ 
rowing definition of Ameri¬ 
canism. 

The committee chose 
Hollywood as the first target 


for its national post-war 
anti-Communist campaign 
because of its known propen¬ 
sity to harbor intellectuals, 
romantics and idealists who 
were flamboyant about their 
causes. And the indictments 
were always first-rate head¬ 
line material for the press.

It I had done that when I 
was IK 1 would now own hand 
written momemtos of Chur 
chill. Hitler. Mussolini. Kin 
stein. Toscannini. Roosevelt. 
Trotsky and Carole Lorn 
bard plus some thousands of 
others renowed or reviled 
today They would have cost 
little more than the price of 
two stamps apiece and a po¬ 
lite request 

Such a collection today 
would be worth thousands of 
dollars and would fit into a 
small suitcase. It would also 
represent a lifetime of pro 
found involvement with the 
history makers of the last 
forty years 

If I had been really dedi 
cated and ingenious the col¬ 
lection would include per 
sqnal letters, signed books, 
theatre programs, sheet 
music, magazine articles 
and record covers 

The nice thing about col 
lecting contemporary auto 
graphs is that you do not 
have to worry too much 
about who will eventually be 
among the greats — you can 
collect every possible candi¬ 
date. 

If in these days of I7e 
stamps this is a bit of a tall 
order you can always spe¬ 
cialize. Least recommended 
w ould be show biz and sports 
celebrities. They are a little 
too free with their John 
Henrys and will never 
amount to anything. On the 
other hand you should not 
choose too narrow a spe¬ 
cialty — all Liberal MPs 
west of the Ontario border, 
for example, would lack 
bulk. 

A better alternative would 
be every provincial premier 
and cabinet minister or 
every mayor of every Cana¬ 
dian city; given the usual 
changes of governments and 
shufflings of offices keeping 
track of it all would be a 
lifetime's pursuit. Forty 
years later you would pos¬ 
sess not only a unique collec¬ 
tion but a unique knowledge 
of C'andian provincial poli¬ 
tics. 

Canadian writers is an ex¬ 
cellent category, scientists 
is another, holders of Guin¬ 
ness Records is another and 
Nobel Prize winners yet an¬ 
other.

non of signed covers to Time 
Magazine Most coverss of 
Time feature some worldly 
celebrity and for many years 
he had been mailing them off 
to the subject and receiving 
them back duly signed I am 
not sure what happened to 
them in the end but I believe 
they were auctioned off in 
New York for a tidy sum 

One thing you have to 
watch out for with celebn 
ties Is the mechanical pen 
This is an actual pen which 
writes the actual signature 
of the ow ner. Each one is the 
precise duplicate of the 
other and virtually v alueless 
on the auction market Seri 
ous collec tors hug their own 
secrets of how they extract 
those invaluable few hand 
written words from their 
target celebrity — Popes and 
royalty are notoriously un 
cooperative but it has been 
done. 

As far as future value is 
concerned, remember this: 
Before the tw entieth century 
all personal communica 
tions were hand written; 
since then the telephone, the 
typewriter and the tape re¬ 
corder have virtually eli¬ 
minated the need to put pen 
to paper. Hand written ma¬ 
terial of any kind is now rare 
and any that survives into 
the next century will be even 
rarer — and by the same 
token, more valuable

The plain truth is, "kids" make better creative 
jg artists than they do critics, for only years of study and 
experience (combined with intuition) can produce a 
discerning critic. 

A Another Wordsandwich is full of short stories 
8 which reflect the trendy concerns of juvenile fiction 
A today. One young writer describes a visit to his psy- 
chologlst, another discusses the family’s “black boy” 
boarder, ^ third pays tribute to her parents’ loving 
care when it is discovered she has “an awful disease”, 
and a fourth lies in bed at night and wonders if her 
mother is having an affair. 

There’s a dramatic poem about rescuing a foal 
A from a burning stable, a prettily descriptive poem 
about an imaginary world beyond the poet's man- 
x tle(sic) and a story about an imaginary world behind a 
closet d6or. All of these pieces are competently writ- 
ten but scarcely deserved publication. 

$ Better but still derivative are a group of "Fairly 
A Grim Tales”. Though witty and ingenious, these 
•i; pieces sound as though they were written at the 
suggestion of an enthusiastic teacher. 

S All this suggests that the "review panels of kids" 
chose what they thought they were supposed to like. 
Their best choices do have that genuine creative 
A spark, but there are too few of them. Next time, I hope 
A Wordsandwich decides to leave the writing to the kids, 
and the selecting to discerning adults.

Obsessed egos in collision 


The joy of Muriel Spark’s latest 
novel comes from its delicious arti¬ 
fice. The buoyant pace, the airy tran¬ 
sitions between each episode, are sus¬ 
tained with such effortless skill that 
the comedy may appear to be slighter 
than it actually is. 

Territorial Bights marks a return 
to the earlier style of novels like The 
Comforters and The Ballad of Peck- 
ham Rye. A central figure of forceful, 
even devious personality sets off a 
chain reaction of paranoia in the 
characters around him who, fearing 
that their hidden peccadilloes ("terri- 
.torial rights" in another sense) are 
about to be exposed, scramble to pro¬ 
tect themselves. In so doing, they are 
completely revealed to the reader. 

Robert Leaver, who seems ordi¬ 
nary, if a little insecure, but who turns 
out to be a nasty piece of work, arrives 
in Venice to provol^e a crisis along its 
autumnal canals and, by long dis¬ 
tance, in "the glorious street of a 
Birmingham suburb." Robert, like all 
Spark’s catalysts, is a snooper who ap¬ 
pears to know more than he actually 
does about his acquaintances' private 
lives (in this case, the whereabouts of 
the body of a Bulgarian politician). 
His informed guesswork creates a 
general panic. 

The other characters either race 
for cover, shedding their protective 
lives as they go, or wander through 
the intricate web with magnificent 
obliviousness. Spark knows precisely 
how much to explain, to imply, or to 
leave out altogether. And there lies the 
comedy: Ultimately a matter of style 
rather than of content. 

The enclosed world of Venice at the 
end of the tourist season is precisely 
the right backdrop for thiy tangle of 
obsessed egos in collision. As with the 
characters themselves, the city's pic¬ 
turesque veneer barely disguises the 
underlying intrigue: "The side-canals 
were ill-lit and the future beyond 
every few steps was murky. ‘Easy,' 
said Curran, as practically every visi¬ 
tor to Venice says, sooner of later, 
•very easy — wouldn’t it be? — to 
slither a knife into some one, push him 
into the canal and just walk on.' ” 

Miss Spark's own knives thrust 
deep into her characters. She has a

lethal way with dialogue that cuts 
through unwitting pretentiousness. In 
her hands, cliche becomes a weapon 
that pins down the most delicate social 
nuance. 

Robert’s father, an ex-schoolmas¬ 
ter, dining out with his son’s girl¬ 
friend, talks to her as he would (o a 
schoolboy, giving her "ten out of ten” 
for charm, an idiom which, because 
she is a foreigner, confuses the girl 
even more than it normally would. 

All the characters are wrapped 
about in self-justification, and their 
dialogue exposes their narrow preju¬ 
dices at every turn. Typical is Mrs. 
Gregory, once a school matron, who 
congratulates herself in knowing all 
there is to know abotit the young: 
“That’s how a lot of these young peo¬ 
ple talk . . . It’s a fashion. They have 
this claptrap that if you polish your 
shoes you're a fascist bourgeois. 
That's why I decided to travel loolting 
lefty. You never know when you need 
someone young to help you if you're 
stranded with your suitcase." 

In the earlier novels, panic led to 
madness or to disintegration. Now the 
characters' ordinary behavior is a sort 
of madness, and by the book's end the 
bad and the pathetic receive their 
rewards with an absurdist lack of po¬ 
etic justice. 

Yet beneath that radiant comedy- 
lurks Spark's delight at the monstros¬ 
ity in man: "She looked at him before 
she walked out and said. 'Human na¬ 
ture is evil, isn't it?' His features did 
not change, nor his smiling tips open, 
but he made a small cynical snort. 
Then he said, 'I wouldn't call it evil. 
Human nature is human nature as far 
as I'm concerned.' " .

world of marital infidelity among the 
smarter echelons of New England 
The success of her last novel. The War 
Between The Tates, is not likely to be 
repeated in this new one, however. For 
me, the book lacks sufficient subtlety 
to carry off its lightweight theme. 

The plot concerns the changing alle¬ 
giances between two families and a ' 
mutual friend during a fourth of July 
weekend The controlling idea is intri¬ 
guing: as the weekend proceeds the 
adults grow increasingly childish > 
while their children become disap¬ 
provingly adult. 

My disappointment stems from 
Lurie's failure to develop the poten 
tials of that situation. The adults re¬ 
main stereotypes: Honey, a South¬ 
ern belle, whose idea of making 
herself interesting to her husband, a 
conventionally earnest administrator, 
is to flirt with other men; Celia, the 
other wife, an adoring doormat to her 
flamboyant, macho husband, Dan, 
who claims to be dissatisfied with his - 
job as an advertising executive. 

The sexual ripples between the two 
pairs are nicely held in check by the 
manners of the 1930's; in fact, they 
amount to little more than a storm in a 
teacup. But the novel's limitations — 
its lack of "corners" — are typified by 
the character of the hostess, Anna 
King, whom we are told is an excep¬ 
tionally gifted teacher but whose 
words of wisdom during the various 
crises verge on the banal, even allow¬ 
ing for the fact that she is herself emo¬ 
tionally involved in the contretemps. 

What finally turned me against the 
novel was that most -of it unfurls 
through the eyes of one of the chil¬ 
dren. Mary Ann, whose precosity soon 
becomes preciosity. 

o ' 

No doubt an only child is more 
prone to a lively inner life, but Mary 
Ann's vision, despite the occasional 
ironies it produces, ik tiresomely fey. 

For me. the most interesting char¬ 
acter was Lolly, the second little girl. 

A withdrawn, silent child, she cre¬ 
ates a disturbing, half-perceived 
space in a novel where everything else 
is too carefully spelled out. And, as 
Miss Spark's work triumphant.y 
shows, in a comedy of manners, the 
telling is everything.

Galileo shook up his world by challenging conven¬ 
tional beliefs about the universe, and in this century 
economist E.F. Schumacher has turned the world 
on its ear by challenging the way we work and produce 
things. 

Schumacher, who died in 1977. said simply that our 
production system and our system of values are leading 
us in the wrong direction. He said this system was 
wasteful, violent to workers and the environment, and 
dependent on dwindling, non-renewable fuels. 

It was like saying the sun did not revolve around the 
earth. Technology. Schumacher said, should serve man 
nflt the other way around. He proposed fresh solutions 

His first book, Small is Beautiful, published in 1973 
became a modem classic. Subtitled, A Study of Eco 
nomics As If People Mattered, it's a bible for intellec¬ 
tuals, farmers or city people who believe in the eventual 
establishment of a ''conserver" society. 

A conserver society is based on traditional wisdom 
and respect for nature, two things that were virtually 
wiped out by the ascendance of science and industry in 
the last 100 years. 

In a new, posthumously published work, compiled 
mainly from a series of lectures Schumacher gave in 
the United States in the mid-1970s, he carries on in the 
$bme vein, emphasizing the value of good work. 

We have his insights into the dilemma of dw indling 
energy resources, his comments on soul-destroying 
drudgery in the workplace, and his secular application 
of Christian and Buddhist ethics. 

For example, Schumacher defines the three pur¬ 
poses of human work as follows: 

• To provide necessary and useful goods and 
services. 

• To enable every one of us to use and thereby 
perfect our gifts like good stewards.

• To do so in service to, and in cooperation with, 
others, so as to liberate ourselves from our inborn 
egocentricity. 

He quotes Camus: "Without work, all life goes 
rotten, but when work is soulless, life stifles and 
dies." 

( B Another book on the conserver movement. The Con- 
server Society, is a strange animal indeed 

Printed on recycled paper and filled with the energy 
of conserver righteousness, the book costs a hefty 
$18.95. That's for less than 300 pages of concepts on 
w aste, technology and work 

A little too ponderous for a light read, it is neverthe¬ 
less an invaluable book for classrooms or the upper 
level civil service which likely hungers for a detailed 
explanation and philosophy of the conserver future. 
That future could be just around the corner.

A problem of basic survival 


Five hundred miles south of Peking 
in Shantung Province lies the county 
of T'an-ch'eng where, late in the 
year 1671, an adulterous woman 
named Wang was murdered by her 
jealous husband. 

The couple had been poor — Jen. 
the husband, earned his living as a 
hired laborer, and their one-room 
house contained only a lamp, a cooking 
pot, a woven sleeping mat and a straw- 
mattress — and the woman’s act, 
followed by flight with her nameless 
lover, was probably a desperate at 
tempt to escape the miserable cir¬ 
cumstances of her life. 

But she returned to that life^aban- 
doned by her lover, her feet bound,she 
really had no choice in the tightly 
controlled society she lived in. Her 
husband killed her while she slept one 
night and then tried to blame the kill¬ 
ing on another man with whom he had 
quarrelled. He was eventually caught 
and tried,- though, and found guilty, 
albeit with mitigating circumstances 
— among them that the **. . . woman 
Wang had not followed the tao of a 
wife — she had betrayed her husband 
and had deserved to die." So Jen. 
presumably, took his blows from the 
heavy bamboo and probably found an¬ 
other wife. Another domestic trag¬ 
edy buried, in magistrate's reports, 
time and dirt. 

But not so: the whole talc is re¬ 
counted here for our present interest. 
And, though The Death of Woman 
Wang is indeed a personal story of 
sex and death, those aspects-of life in 
17th-century China must be seen as the 
focal points around which Jonath¬ 
an Spence examines the entire realm 
of poverty and disaster that seemed to

infuse the lives of T an-ch'eng s inhab 
itants. 

Repeatedly the county was hit by 
natural disasters through the century: 
floods, locusts: heavy snows and 
earthquakes. The disasters always 
ended, of course, and the people who 
hadn't fled or been killed managed 
somehow to re-establish themselves 
and carry on wit)/their simple farm 
ing and trading.^* 

Spence, however, is more con 
cerned with what can only be called 
another disaster, more crippling and 
longer lasting than anything nature 
might bring down: the social system 
that clamped the Chinese common 
people in a vise from which, as the 
fate of the woman Wang makes clear, 
death was the only escape 

That society was at the same time 
incredibly complex yet simple: for 
every rule, duty or obligation there 
was a corresponding punishment for 
infraction, a punishment that could, on 
the other hand, be adjusted almost 
infinitely depending on the character 
of the local magistrate and the par 
ticular circumstances of the case 

And alongside this multi layered 
legal and social edifice there existed 
another one, that of the powerful 
landlords and bandits who regularly 
plundered the people with or without 
the help of the law 


THE‘DEATH OF WOMAN HANG, by 
Jonathan D. Spence. Penguin. 
$2.95. 


Caught like that, Spence points out. 
" . the people's problem was one of 
basic survival — physical and moral — 
in a world that seemed to be disinte 
grating before their eyes." 

The people who found it hardest to 
survive were, of course, the women 

“The virtues fostered." Spence 
writes, “were those of chastity, cour 
age. tenacity and unquestioning ac¬ 
ceptance of the prevailing hierarchy 
— unto death if necessary." 

So this little book is full of the 
deaths of women, by murder and sui 
vide in particular A great sense of 
claustrophobia begins to rise from 
these pages: there is nowhere, ulti¬ 
mately. for these women to turn to but 
the grave. Or not even there, perhaps 
a little loose soil over the shrivelled, 
frozen flesh of woman Wang 

Seldom has a particular society — 
and especially Chinse society , where 
glut of description and analysis is 
the rule — been so well rendered as in 
The Death of Woman Wang 

One of the most interesting devices 
Spence uses here is frequent quota 
tion, including whole tales, from a 
book of "Strange Stories" written 
by P u Sung ling These simple, ironic 
observations by a resident of T'an 
ch'eng conjure depths of emotional 
truth that no statistical or factual ac¬ 
count could come near to suggesting 
W hen combined w ith the comments of 
the magistrate Huang I.iu Hung who 
seems to have been a fair minded 
compassionate man doing his best in 
an impossible situation, we are of 
fered a reality that any sensitive read 
er will respond to 


The name 
of the game 
is winning

What could be more in¬ 
furiating for a publisher 
than to have two elections 
called before a book such as 
this one reaches the market. 
Especially so when the prin¬ 
cipal author is a former pro¬ 
vincial politician who uses 
his ow n experiences as a suc¬ 
cessful campaigner to illus¬ 
trate his argument I sup¬ 
pose that the best Macmillan 
can hope for is that earnest 
and well-meaning sup 
porters will buy copies for 
the defeated candidates 
They might not welcome 
such a gift, however. 

As w ith all ‘how to' books, 
this one starts from the 
premise that, if the novice 
follows the advice step by 
step, victory will be well 
v ,1 thin reach. The subtitle is, 
“The complete practical 
guide to organizing and win¬ 
ning any election campaign. 
This is doubtless meant to 
attract ambitious politicians 
at all levels, budding alder 
men and school trustees in 
eluded. It is difficult to see 
how many of these locai po¬ 
liticos would w ant to conduct 
as thorough a campaign as 
Gargrave proposes. More¬ 
over. they might evince 
some skepticism since the 
one field in which Gargrave 
was not a success himself 
was civic politics in Vancou¬ 
ver.

There* is a warning which 
the authors do not offer but 
which should be given to 
novices who buy this book 
and set out on the path to 
political glor> The warning 
is this: The examples Gar 
grave gives are from his 
own experience and should 
not be used without making 
Nome allowances for local 
conditions When he sug 
gests that a slogan helps a 
campaign considerably 
there would belittle point in 
using his sample. "One Tax 
Tommy.” if the candidate's 
name is Cedric, nor would 
there be much to be gained 
by campaigning in Fort 
Hardy on the slogan. "Save 
Chinatown 

This is also true with the 
section about "symbolic 
acts” Gargrave enrolled in 
law school and received a 
law degree and. a> he says. 
• this resulted in some atten 
tion from journalists In 
deed it did. but it is not 
everybody's symbolic dish 
of tea When he travelled by 
air he always purchased ac 


by-election. Now that is sym¬ 
bolic of something, of a mor 
bid devotion to the constitu¬ 
ency association if nothing 
else. I wonder if many riding 
presidents have thought of 
putting that one up to their 
sitting member? 

One helpful section looks 
at three kinds of cam 
paign, using money as the 
guide, much like those travel 
books such as Silesia on Ten 
Zlotys a Day. In the $500 
Campaign Gargrave sug 
gests that the candidate buy 
2.000 posters and then 
“spend all your time nailing 
up the posters as they are 
torn dow n by your opponents 
and small children." It 
would certainly be a relief 
from door knocking and pub 
lie speaking, and perhaps if 
you nailed the things up high 
enough the children couldn't 
reach them. One could also 
pray for a stunted oppo 
nent.

To be fair. Gargrave does 
have his tongue in his cheek 
from time to time It is obv i 
ous that the kind of cam 
paign he is most concerned 
with is the major sort that 
come in at something in ex 
cess of $10,000, which is ac¬ 
tually cheap these days 
Here he is quite helpful 
The chapter which advises 
the candidate on dealing 
with the news media is par 
ticularlv candid and help 
ful. 

It is this candor w hich 
the novice will perhaps find 
a trifle unsettling Gargrave 
is not treating his subject as 
the noble art of putting one 
self in the w av to doing some 
public service It'is a strug 
gle to win political office No 
punches are pulled and no 
stunt this side of honesty is 
too cynical to be used The 
object is to win 

From setting up a 
nominating meeting to in 
strutting canvassers and 
making silkserecn signs, it is 
all here There Is even a 
lengths bibliography and a 
sample critical path chart 
What Gargrave does not s.iv 
because neither he nor the 
rest of the politicians knows 
for sure, is w hether all of this 
really makes any difference 
in an election line thing is 
certain, however — if you do 
it all and still lose, you w ill at 
least have the satisfaction of 
knowing that you did every

'The queen of the muckrakers, 
a lady of steel with instinct for jugular' 


By and large, books containing col¬ 
lections of previously published work 
have no place in this column, which is 
essentially concerned with current 
writing, but rules, even self-imposed 
ones. arg made to be broken and I'm 
delighted to make an exception for 
Poison Penmanship, by the one and 
only Jessica Mitford. 

La Mitford is a dotty-looking 
woman, careless of her appearance, 
whose motherliness, winsome man¬ 
ner. geniality, and general air of gen¬ 
teel inoffensiveness encourages the 
unwary to drop their guard when talk¬ 
ing to her. And, I need hardly remind 
you. many normally astute people, 
suitably disarmed, have lived to re¬ 
gret it. 

Only when it’s too late, after the 
meat of their nice little chat has ap¬ 
peared in print, do they discover that 
appearances can be deceptive and that 
they have unwittingly walked into the 
trap, baited with charm, that is set 
regularly to ensnare the unjust. They 
have in fact tangled with the Queen of 
the Muckrakers, a lady of steel with an 
instinct for the jugular. 

Muckraking used to be a term of 
opprobrium, but largely due to Jessica 
Milford's efforts, and the work of the 
uncoverers of Watergate and The Sun¬ 
day Times Insight teams, it has ac¬ 
quired respectability and is now de¬ 
fined in most dictionaries as the 
search for and exposure of political or 
commercial corruption. For this rea¬ 
son muckrakers are my favorite peo¬ 
ple and I rejoice in their triumphs and 
greet the discomfiture of their victims 
with fiendish glee. 

Jessica Mitford has written three 
muckraking books, the most famous of 
which is The American Way of Death, 
an account of the successful one 
woman war she waged against the 
funeral industry. But books are only 
part of her stock-in-trade. In her un¬ 
ceasing assault on chicanery and insti- 
tutionalized idiocy she has drawn lots 
of blood with magazine articles. 

' Seventeen of her articles — the 
cream of her murderous crop — are 
reprinted in Poison Penmanship They 
are great to read or re read, but the 
special joy of this book is the practical 
(and often hilarious) running com 
mentary in which she reveals the es¬ 
sence of the gentle art of muckraking 
and generously explains her strategies 
and tactics. 

We learn in detail how, with the 
utmost sweetness, she extracts vital 
information from unfriendly wit 
nesses, how she easily avoids libel 
w ithout ever sheathing her rapier, and 
how she allows the subjects of her 
investigations to set themselves up as 


targets for her elegant and deadly 
slingshot. 

Reprinted here, with appropriate 
commentaries, are the articles she 
wrote preceding and following publi¬ 
cation of her exposure of the shocking 
malpractices in the funeral industry; a 
devastating account of the artificial 
lives of the country-club set in'the 
Deep South as counterpoint to the ra¬ 
cial hatred of the Sixties; and a lot 
more, including the ridiculing by 
straight reporting of NBC television's 
killing of a program about venereal 
disease because they refused to allow 
the word syphilis to be used in a 
segment dealing specifically with 
syphilis. 



MITFORD . .. disarming style 


For me, the best reading in the 
book is her lovingly lethal attack on 
the Famous Writers School. Back in 
the Sixties, newspapers and maga 
rines were plastered with advertise¬ 
ments claiming that anyone could be¬ 
come a successful writer and make a 
fat living by enrolling In a correspon¬ 
dence course personally supervised by 
the school's "Guiding Faculty" of 
famous writers. 


The so-called guiding faculty con¬ 
sisted of IS famous writers, including 
Bennett Cerf, Faith Baldwin, Clifton 
Fadiman, Phyllis McGinley, Rod Serl- 
ing and Red Smith. It was obvious that 
the school was trading on the prover¬ 
bial gullibility of would-be writers, but 
why would such well known, eminently 
successful people associate them¬ 
selves with such a swindle? Intrigued, 
Jessica Mitford decided to find out. 
She discovered that the "guiding fac¬ 
ulty” were paid.large sums for the use 
of their names and that they had noth¬ 
ing at all to do with the operation. 

She discovered a lot more, all of it 
nasty, and then she gathered together 
her notes, dipped her pen in venom, 
and let them have it. The article creat¬ 
ed a sensation and it, together with a 
few radio and television appearances, 
resulted in the bankruptcy and disap¬ 
pearance of what had been an interna¬ 
tional, multi-million dollar operation. 
In her commentary following the re¬ 
print of this article Ms. Mitford admits 
that it gave her more satisfaction than 
anything else she had written. 

(Incidentally, the Famous Writers 
School is attempting a comback and is 
employing the same tactics as before. 
Beware!) 

In an Afterword to Poison Penman¬ 
ship Washington Post reporter Carl 
Bernstein, of Watergate fame, writes 
that Ms. Mitford's extended introduc¬ 
tion and the wonderful pieces them¬ 
selves constitute "as good a primer on 
reporting as I've read." How right he 
is. The articles, introduction and com¬ 
mentaries form not only a comprehen¬ 
sive guide to investigative reporting 
but also a complete education in the 
incomparable Mitford muckraking 
school. 

Far too many newspapermen today 
spend their first year compiling a list 
of useful contacts and learning to pres¬ 
ent the news in a formula acceptable 
to an undemanding editor “Experi¬ 
ence" consists of doing the same thing 
over a given number of years. Editors 
and reporters who settle for a nice 
quiet, safe existence as recorders of 
events should be drummed out of the 
business. That's not the way journal¬ 
ism earned its honorable title of 
Fourth Estate. 


The Woodwards and the Bern¬ 
steins, and especially a free-lance like 
the peerless Jessica Mitford, know 
only too well that a high standard of 
reporting can only be attained and 
maintained by a consistent capacity 
for dedicated drudgery. Good writing 
depends on good homework. Mitford, 
for example, spends weeks, and some¬ 
times months, on research and she 
never conducts a single interview until 
she knows more about the subject than 
the person she is talking to, and she 
does all this alone without the benefit 
of a journalistic empire backing her up 
with clout, clips, cables and credit 
cards. 

She has been supremely successful 
because apart from an unfailing ear, 
an instinct for the jugular, and the 
willingness to tackle anything and any¬ 
body, she early realized that all jour¬ 
nalism is subjective, and that fairness, 
not some unattainable idea of so- 
called objectivity, is the reporter's 
true obligation. 

What distinguishes Mitfor(l-from 
the herd is that instead of shying away 
from the malevolent people who 
plague our lives, as most of us do, she 
wades in and deals with them, thus 
living out all our fantasies. 

No injustice or idiocy escapes her, 
as you’ll find out when you read this 
book. The prison system in the United 
States is still reeling from the effects 
of the revelations in her book. Kind 
and Usual Punishment. A New York 
restaurant, misnamed Sign of the 
Dove, ceased to be a thieving tourist 
trap after she'd got through with it in 
print. And a well known California 
university, which made the foolish 
mistake of trying to fingerprint her 
during her term as Distinguished Pro¬ 
fessor, still hasn't recovered from the 
ridicule she heaped on it in a story that 
made her an instant cause celebre. 

Books of reprints often presage the 
closure of a career. I fervently pray 
that this doesn't apply in this instance. 
There's so much more for Mitford to 
tackle before she lays down her ven¬ 
omous pen, everything from the evil 
hearing-aid racket to the lucrative 
Jesus industry. 

But when she does decide to call it a 
day perhaps a worthy successor will 
take up the'cudgels. using this book as 
a guide. But to achieve what Mitford 
has he or she will be required to 
possess, in addition to the obvious 
talents, grace, wit, cunning, style, 
imagination, and — above all — in 
Bernstein's words, "a sense of enjoy¬ 
ing the journey.”

One of the biggest scan 
dais in Canada is the willing¬ 
ness on the part of men.

For 110 years, Indian 
women tn Canada have been 
victimized and discriminat 
ed against by the federal 
Indian Vet which provides 


that an Indian woman who 
marries a non Indian man 
ceases to be an Indian within 
the meaning of any law or 
statute in Canada 

Yet the 1869 Act was not a 
reflection of Indian society, 
which in some cases, as with 
the Iroquois, was strongly 
matriarchal 

Rather, the act was a re 
flection of European 
assumptions about private 
property and inheritance 
through the male, it was, 
indeed, a reflection of 19th 
century white colonial atti¬ 
tudes on men, women and 
marriage. 

Nor did the legislation rep¬ 
resent the wishes of Indians, 
w ho were never consulted on 
the ad unlit just recently 


The real purpose of the In¬ 
dian Act in 1869 was to re¬ 
duce the number of Indians 
and halfbreeds on reserves 
as part of the government's 
stated policy of doing away 
with reserves and assimilat¬ 
ing all native people into the 
Euro-Canadian culture 

Under the act. in 1869 as 
in 1979. an Indian woman 
who marries a non Indian is 
w ithout legal recourse of any 
kind 

Obviously, the psychologi¬ 
cal effects of this would 
be devastating According to 


the act, she must leave her 
parents' home and reserve 
when she marries. She may 
not own property on the re 
serve and may be prevented 
from inheriting it. She may 
be prevented from returning 
to live with her family on the 
reserve, even if she is very 
ill, a widow, divorced or se¬ 
arated. She may not be 
uried on the reserve with 
her forebears. 

No such restrictions are 
provided in the Indian Act 
for Indian men. Nor do other 
Canadian married women 


face penalties in the event of' 
inter racial marriage. 

Both government and In¬ 
dian leaders admit this sec¬ 
tion of the Indian Act dis¬ 
criminates against Indian 
women. Their reluctance to 
change it suggests that cow¬ 
ardice, when it comes to 
womens' rights, is a com¬ 
mon ground for Indian and 
white brothers. 

It also appears that the 
bonding between white men 
and Indian men is strength¬ 
ened by a common mysogyn- 
ism, and an unwillingness to 
accept women as equals. 

Indian Women and the 
Law in Canada: Citizens 
Minus, is a short but fas¬ 
cinating account of the 
political realities behind this 


anti-female section of the In¬ 
dian Act. 

Researched by Kathleen 
Jamieson and the Canadian 
Advisory Council on the Sta¬ 
tus of Women, the book cuts 
into the historical heart of 
the matter: how 19th century 
Indian legislation evolved; 
government attitudes to¬ 
ward marriage between 
white men and Indian 
women, and Indian tradition 
and reaction to government 
policy. 

The 92-page paperback is 
simple, straightforward and 
compelling.
